Lead Cut to One Game.

Rain washed out two important 
baseball games today, delaying the 
hot race between the St. Louis 


Cardinals and the Brooklyn 
Dodgers for the National League 
Pennant. 

The Cardinals were to have 
played the Pirates at fittsburgh 
and the Dodgers were scheduled 
to play the Braves at Boston. Rain 
forced postponement of both 
games until tomorrow. 

President Ford Frick of the 
National League directed that to- 
day’s Cardinal game with Pitts- 
burgh be played tomorrow after- 
noon, starting at 12:30 St. Louis 
time. The ses-- 1 ends Sunday and 
the Cardinals have games to play 
against Chicago on Friday, Sat- 
ur‘ay and Sunday. 

If it rains in Pittsburgh to- 
morrow afternoon, Frick said, an 
attempt should be made to play 
the final Cardinal-Pirate game to- 
morrow night. The Cardinal-Cub 
game in Chicago Friday is an 
afternoon game. 

Doubleheader In Boston. 

Brooklyn already had a game 
with Boston scheduled for tomor- 
row and Frick ordered today’s 
washed-out game played as part 
of a éoubleheader tomorrow. Both 
Boston and Brooklyn have open 
dates Friday. Thus there will be 
another day in which they can 
pley their two games. 

Todays, Cardinal game at Pitts- 
burgh was postponed after a half- 
hour wait. The Cardinals were 
eager to protect or increase their 
first-place margin of only - one 
game over the Dodgers. Brooklyn, 
like the Cardinals, has four re- 
maining games to play. Should 
the Cardinals and Dodgers finish 
in a tie, as they did in 1946, an- 
other post-season play-off would 
be required to decide the issue. 

Last night the margin of the 
Cardinals over Brooklyn was cut 
by half a game when the Pirates 
beat the Cardinals, 6 to 4. 

The Cardinals have won 9% 
games and lost 55, Brooklyn has 
won 94 and lost 56. If the Car- 
dinals were to win three and lose 
one game, Brooklyn would have 
to win all its remaining games to

If the Cardinals win two of 
their remaining games, Brooklyn 
could tie by winning three of their 
four. If Brooklyn won all four, 
while the Cardinals were winning 
only two, the Dodgers would win 
the pennant. 

And if the Cardinals were to 
win only one of their remaining 
‘games, the Dodgers could tie by 
winning two games or could win 
the pennant by taking three of 
their four games. 

In the American League, in 
which the race for the pennant 
is equally close, Boston and New 
York also are separated by only 
one game, with Boston in the 
lead. Oddly enough, the No. 1- 
and the No. 2 clubs in both 
leagues have identical winning 
percentages. 

Today the New York Yankees 
were playing the Philadelphia 
Athletics and tonight the Boston 
Red Sox play the Washington 
Senators.

FIRST HEAVY FROST 


OF FALL DUE HERE 
EARLY TOMORROW 


Temperature Expected to 
Drop to 38 Unless Clouds 
and Smoke Intervene. 


A heavy frost—the first of the 
season—has been forecast for the 
city early tomorrow morning, with 
the temperature expected to dip 
to a low of about 38 degrees, 

A killing frost is likely in the 
northern part of Missouri, but 
Weatherman Harry F. Wahlgren 
said the frost is not expected to 
be that heavy in this area, If the 
wind dies down and there is a 
protective cover of clouds or 
smoke, the frost may be relatively 


lighter in the city, he said. 

The first frost of the season 
generally occurs in late September 
in St. Louis, but the first killing 
frost here does not come, on the 
average, until Oct. 29, he reported. 


FOOD PRICE RISE 
OF 1.8 PER CENT IN 
MONTH SHOWN HERE 


An increase of 1.8 per cent in 
St. Louis food prices, between mid- 
July and mid-August, is shown by 
the report of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics issued today. The ad- 
vance applied to most items in 
ee family — bill, fogs oa 
Ng sugar and sweets, cereals 
and Sakdby products. 
The bureau’s compilation of na- 
tion-wide comparative prices 
shows an average increase of food 
prices in the one-month period of 
.2 of one per cent. The average 
was 3.3 per cent below a year ago, 
and 26.6 per cent higher than in 
June 1946, which was just before 
abandonment of most price con- 
trols. ' 
In mid-August, the report shows, 
the St. Louis retail food cost in- 
dex was 210.6 per cent of the aver- 
age for the prewar years 1935-39, 
but it was 6.5 per cent below mid- 
August of 1948. St. Louis retail 
food prices were 42.9 per cent 
higher than in June 1946, and 
124.5 per cent above those of Aug. 
15, 1939. 
Dairy products advanced 3 per 
cent in price in the period from 
mid-July to mid-August. Fresh 
milk went up 1 cent a quart, and 
butter more than 2 cents a pound. 
Eggs advanced by 4.1 per cent. 
Fresh fruits and vegetables ad- 
vanced, though there is usually a 
downward trend at this period. 
The average advance on vegetables 
was 3.1 per cent. 
Beans were 21.4 per cent higher. 
Potatoes dropped 8.6 per cent, and 
apples 3.6 per cent, this being a 
smaller decline than usual at this 
period for apples. Dried fruits and 
vegetables were higher. Lard went 
up 11.2 per cent. Sugar and sweets 
and cer were down by 1 per 
cent, and bakery goods by one-half 
of one per cent. :

The President and the Vice 
President of the United States 
both will be in St. Louis tomorrow. 

President Harry S. Truman is 


scheduled to arrive at Lambert- 
St. Louis Airport at 9:20 o’clock 
tonight, and to remain. here to- 


morrow morning for installation 


of officers of the Missouri Masonic 
Grand Lodge. 

Vice President Alben W. Bark- 
ley, arriving tomorrow morning, 
will speak to the Rotary Club at 
luncheon at Hotel Statler. While 
here, it is expected that he will see 
Mrs. Carleton 8S. Hadley, whose 
birthday party he attended last 
Saturday night, and with whom 
he went to church Sunday. 

Both the President and the Vice 
President will address the dinner 
honoring William Boyle Jr., new 
chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, in Kansas City 
tomorrow night. They vill return 
direct from Kansas City to Wash- 
ington. 

Truman Here Overnight. 

President Truman will leave 
Washington at 6.30 this evening, 
St. Louis time. Following his ar- 
rival here, he will go to the Shera- 
ton Hotel for the night. The Ma- 
sonic ceremonies which he is to 
attend begin at 9 a.m. tomorrow 
in Masonic Temple, which is a few 
steps from the hotel at Lindell 
boulevard and Spring avenue. 

He is scheduled to leave Lam- 
bert Field at 1 p.m. for Kansas 
City. Besides his address at the 
Boyle dinner, he will speak in 
Kansas City’s Municipal Audi- 
torium at 9:30 p.m. He will re- 
main in and near Kansas City 
until 2 p.m. Friday, and his ar- 
rival in Washington is scheduled 
for 5:15 p.m., St. Louis time. He 
is to speak from the White House 
Friday night in the Community 
Chest campaign. 

The President’s round-trip flight 
will be made aboard an Air Force 
Constellation plane, Dew Drop, in- 
stead of the President’s regular 
DC-6, Independence. The jatter is 
now at the Douglas aircraft plant 
in California for a checkup. The 
Dew Drop is described as “a plush 
job used for top Government per- 
sonnel and as a standby plane for 
the White House.”

Which House Balked. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (UP)— 
Breaking a months-long stalemate, 
Senate and House conferees today 
agreed on $4,852,380,000 for Mar- 
shall plan spending. 

The recovery funds were carried 
in a $5,809,990,000 cover-all foreign 
aid appropriation which included 
money for non-military expendi- 
tures in Greece and Turkey, and 
for the Army’s relief and recovery 
functions in the occupied areas of 
Germany and the Far East. 

The’ compromise measure now 
goes back to the House and Sen- 
ate for final approval, probably 
tomorrow. 

Tied Up Since August. 

' Marshall plan funds have been 
tied up in the conference commit- 
tee since Aug. 9, and were caught 
in the cross-fire of an _  inter- 
chamber battle over new spending 
power for the jooint Congressional 
“Watchdog” Committee” on for- 
eign aid, and over the plant dis- 
mantling policy in western Ger- 
many. 

The log-jam was broken by a 


compromise giving the “Watchdog, 


Committee,” whose existence was 
opposed by the House, a $110,000 
appropriation instead of the $344,- 
000 the Senate approved. 

The plant dismantling issue was 
resolved by permitting Economic 
Co-operation Administration chief 
Paul G. Hoffman to spend $25,000 
of his funds, if he chose, for a 
re-survey of the effect dismant- 
ling will have on European re- 
covery. 

The $4,852,380,000 in funds for 
ECA  includes—$3,628,380,000 for 
the current fiscal year which 
started July 1; $1,074,000,000 which 
was advanced for ECA operations 
for the last quarter of fiscal 1949, 
ended last June 30, and $150,000,- 
000 in loan authority. 

The biggest difference in the 
Senate and House versions was 
over fiscal 1950 ECA spending 
power. The House had approved 
$3,568,470,000 which could have 
been spent in the first 10% months 
of the year. The Senate cut the 
spending authority by granting 
$3,628,380,000 which must last for 
the entire fiscal year. 

Senate Figure Accepted. 

The lower Senate figure was 
accepted by the conference com- 
mittee. It compared with $4, 
198,200,000 originally asked by the 
Administration for fiscal 1950. 

The conference version of the 
bill also carried $45,000,000 for 
non-military recovery aid for 
Greece and Turkey, and $912,500,- 
000 for Army relief and recovery 
activities in western Germany, 
Japan, Austria and the Ryukus 
islands. 

Meanwhile, the ECA disclosed 
that exports by western European 
countries to the United States fell 
off sharply during the second 
three months of this year. The 
disclosure came in an ECA report 
for the quarter ended June 30. 

Exports of Marshall plan na- 
tions to the United States 
“slumped to $190,000,000 from 
$250,000,000,” the report said. The 
drop was caused by a decline in 
demand for items which tradi- 
tionally are not exported in sizable 
quantities to the United States by 
western Europe, ECA said. 

Among these items it listed 
steel, aluminum, automobiles, 
tractors, iron and _ steel scrap, 
brass and pig iron. 

. S. Firms Meeting Needs. 

The ECA report said that in the 
early postwar years, United States 
demand for these items could not 
be filled by American concerns, 
enabling western Europe to pick 
up many millions of American 
dollars. A decline in these com- 
modities was expected, ECA said, 
but it had-been expected that ex- 
ports of other items would more 
than compensate for the slump. 

“This has not occurred to date,” 
ECA said. 

In another action today, ECA 
authorized Britain to make a 
$10,000,000 start on the _ recently 
approved program to let the Brit- 
ish spend $175,000,000 in Marshall 
plan funds for Canadian wheat. 
The $10,000,000 will go for pur- 
chase of Canadian wheat flour. 

Today’s action was based on an 
agreement on Sept. 15 between 
ECA and Britain which was made 
“in an effort to alleviate the crit- 
cal drain on British gold and 
dollar holdings,” some of which 
had been going to buy wheat in 
Canada.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP)

mediators to various steel nego- 
tiations around the nation. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. Sept. 28 
(AP)—Indications that a steel set- 
tlement might be near were blot- 
ted out this afternoon when 
United States Steel Corp. declared 
it still demanded employe contri- 
butions to any pension-insurance 
program and the CIO United Steel 
Workers again demanded the pro- 
gram be paid for by the compan- 
ies. 

After issuing the statements, 
union and company negotiators 
resumed conferences behind closed 
doors. | 

Friday midnight is the deadline 
set for a nation-wide steel strike. 
Earlier today optimist: reports 
of negotiations resulted in a buy- 
ing wave in the New York stock 
market that sent prices up from 
fractions to a top of around $2 
a share. Late selling cut down the 
gains, but closing prices were still 
up a few cents to more than $1 
a share. 


Announcement by Fairless. 
Confirming reports that United 


States Steel, bellwether of the in- 
dustry, had proposed a pension 
and insurance program to cost 10 
cents an hour per worker, Presi- 
dent Benjamin F. Fairless said the 
company’s proposal calls for em- 
Pployes to help share the expense 
of the pensions and insurance. A 
presidential fact-finding board rec- 
ommended a company-financed 
program. 
Fairless said in a statement: 


“We have made a proposal to 
the union setting forth the will- 
ingness of United States Steel to 
pay as its share of the costs of 
contributory programs for insur- 
ance and pensions to be nego- 
tiated with the union up to an 
average of fot cents an hour for 
insurance and six cents an hour 
for pensions.’ 

The corporation proposal also 
called for the union’s agreement 
on extending the present contract 
for one year until April 30, 1951. 


Statement by Murray. 

Fairless’s statement made no 
mention of how the steel work- 
ers reacted to the company offer. 
However, President Philip Murray 
of the union issued a statement at 
the same time, saying: 

“The deadlock in the collective 
bargaining conferences is due en- 
tirely to the adamant refusal of 
United States Steel to accept the 
fair and equitable settlement pro- 
posed by the report of the steel 
industry board.” 

Murray’s statement added: 

“It must be plain to all that the 
corporation is deliberately seek- 
ing to force a steel strike on the 
union and on the American peo- 
ple.” 

Murray said the union “will 
continue its fair offer (to accept 
the board’s recommendotions) un- 
til 12:01 a.m. Oct. 1, in the hope 
of averting a strike. | 

“Tf the union’s offer is not ac- 
cepted by that time, the union of 
course will be free to strike for 
its original demands. If a strike 
does take place, responsibility will 
rest entirely with the industry.” 

Terms of Company Offer. 

Fairless released a copy of a 
letter sent yesterday to urray 
by John A. Stephens, vice presi- 
dent of United States Steel and 
director of the company’s indus- 
trial relations. 

The letter contained Big Steel’s 
offer. On insurance the company 
said its program would provide 
these benefits: 

(1) Term life insurance before 
retirement about equal to normal 
annual earnings, (2) $1000 life in- 
surance after retirement, (3) acci- 
dent and sickness insurance of $26 
a week up to 26 weeks, the bene- 
fit limited to “a maximum per 
cent of the normal weekly earn- 
ing to be determined;” (4) hos- 
pital benefits for 31 days, $7 daily 
for workers and $5 for dependents, 
and (5) surgical expense for em- 
ployes and dependents on a “$160 
maximum schedule.” 


The letter said the company 
would pay “about $8 per month 
gross and $5.70 per month net 
premium for each participating 
employe,” and added: “The cost 
to the single employe is about $2 
per month and about $3 per month 
for an employe obtaining insur- 
ance..for his. dependents. This 
cost to employes is less than the 
present average cost to employes 
participating aye group life 
insuranee and émploye benefit as- 
sociations for substantially less

U.S. ATTORNEY 
TOLD HE WILL GET 
- CUSPIDOR BACK 


Promised Its Return After 
He Protests Against Fed- 
eral Building Order. 


United States Attorney Drake 
Watson’s cuspidor will be returned, 
he was informed today after he 
wrote a sharp letter stating that 
removal of cuspidors from the new 
Federal Building this week was 
interfering with his tobacco chew- 
ing. 

“People with nice habits, as dis- 
tinguished from those who chew 
tobacco are unable to appreciate 
the need for spittoons,” Watson 
wrote Edwin H. Hoelscher, area 
manager here for the Public Build- 
ings Administrations. “Ordinarily 
I am not able to chew tobacco for 
more than an hour without expec- 
torating. If it should be necessary 
to spit on the floor, amber is 
rather hard to wash up and leaves 
a mark where it lands.” 

Hoelscher visited Watson today, 
after receipt of the letter, and 
said his order for removal of fed- 
eral building cuspidors, because of 
a cut in the building cleaning 
staff, was not intended to deprive 
the United States Attorney, “or 
other noted tobacco chewers,” of 
the services of a spittoon. 

Hoelscher assured Watson that 
his favorite cuspidor would be re- 
turned to his office forthwith. 
Asked by a reporter if he had 
been spitting on the floor; the 
Government’s attorney assumed 
the temporary role of a witness 
under cross-examination. “I won't 
admit that,” he declared. 


MERCY DRIVER HAS 
WRECK, BOY ILL OF 
LEUKEMIA KILLED 


LORAIN, O., Sept. 28 (AP)—

Churehill drew wild cheers 
when he rose to speak on the sec- 
ond day of the House’s three-day 
debate on devaluation. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer Sir 
Stafford Cripps opened the de- 
bate yesterday by announcing 
that the Labor Government’s levy 
on business profits would be 
raised from 25 per cent to 30 per 
cent. He also threatened to re- 
strict dividends by law if compa- 
nies do not abide by a voluntary 
pledge to freeze dividends. These 
moves were regarded as an at- 
tempt to win the support of left- 
wing Socialists, who believe de- 
valuation will make prices rise 
while wages remain frozen. 

Stock Market Drops. 

The British stock market re- 
acted to Cripps’s statement by 
skidding sharply on opening to- 
day. After a heavy break, how- 
ever, prices rallied somewhat. 

Churchill said three things made 
quick elections necessary—the fi- 
nancial crisis, the party conflict, 
and the atomic bomb. 

“Over all there looms the atom- 
ic bomb which the Russians have 
got before the British, though 
happily not before the Amer- 
icans,” he told the tense House 
and jammed galleries. 

Churchill placed the full blame 
for Britain’s plight on what he 
called the Socia Government's 
squandering of the country’s re- 
sources. 

“We are brought to the verge 
of national and intemnational 
bankruptcy,” he said. “The blunt, 
hard, simple conclusion remains— 
devaluation cannot be a good 
thing, and we have suffered a 
serious disaster.” 

He said he would have set the 
pound free on the world markets 
to find its own level had he been 
head of the Government. 

Churchill called Cripps a “blund- 
erer,” who he said had an un- 
reasoning prejudice against pri- 
vate profits. 

Labor’s program of govern- 
ment ownership of mines and rail- 
ways proved that nationalization 
was “a ghastly failure and a 
further drain upon our life’s 
blood,” Churchill said. 

“Never has a government or 
more completely divested 
itself of the title deeds to speak 
in the name of the nation,” the 
Conservative leader declared. 

Confidence Vote Asked. 

The Labor Government has 
staked its life by calling for a 
vote of confidence in its devalu- 
ation steps. Covered in the same 
motion are approval of the Wash- 
ington dollar talks, and support 
of the present social services, in- 
cluding free medical care. Should 
the motion be rejected, an elec- 
tion would follow automatically. 

The Conservatives have a coun- 
ter-motion of no confidence in the 
Government. It says that pros- 
perity “can never be assured un- 
der the present administration.” 

Tolling off one by one his in- 
dictments of the Labor Govern- 
ment, Churchill warned that Brit- 
ons now would have to draw more 
on “the spirit and carcass” to win 
back the same amount of food 
and other commodities. 

“We are not in a state of health 
become a blood donor on a 
large scale at the present time,” 
he said. “We are already a blood 
donor. on a tremendous ascale 
through our unrequited exports.” 

Devaluation, he said, in its ef- 
fect on European and sterling cur- 
rencies, erected a 40 per cent 
tariff wall around them against 
the United States. 

U.S. Won’t Be Injured. 

“I do not supose that the United 
States, this gigantic capitalist or- 
ganization. with a: vast abundance 
of productive power, and with mil- 
lions. of people animated by the 
profit motive, will be seriously 
injured by a moderate wire fence 
placed around the British Empire 
and the sterling area,” he com- 
mented. 

“IT cannot see that the Ameri- 
can manufacturers will see any 
inducement to reduce their own 
protective tariffs which are backed 
up with potent political interest. 

“We are most of us agreed that 
it is high time for another Parlia- 
ment,” he said.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Sept. 28 
(UP)—The United Nations Steer- 
ing Committee voted today, 11 to 
2, with Russia and Poland oppos- 


ing, to include China’s complaint 
against the Soviet Union on the 


Agenda of the General Assembly. 
The action came after Russia ac- 
cused the United States, “whose 


monopoly of the atomic bomb un- 
fortunately has lapsed,” of helping 
the “corrupt and rotten Kuomin- 
tang government” of China against 
the will of the Chinese people. 

: Naature of Charges. 

Dr. Tingfu F. Tsiang, perma- 

nent Chinese delegate, told the 
committee that Russia had fla- 
grantly violated its treaty of 
friendship and alliance with China 
throughout the four years it has 
been in effect. He charged that 
Moscow failed to honor its agree- 
ment to recognize Chinese sov- 
ereignty over Manchuria, not to 
interfere in Chinese affairs and to 
help Chiang Kai-shek’s govern- 
ment in postwar reconstruction. 
* Russian Foreign Minister Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky dismissed the Chi- 
nese complaint as “devoid of any 
ground.” 

“The representative of the Kuo- 
mintang,” Vishinsky said, “tries 
to cover up the shameful collapse 
of the militarists of the Kuomin- 
tang by resorting to the slander 
of charging Russian intervention. 
How can we expalin it by bring- 
ing a case charging that Russian 
supply of arms and help to the 
Communists placed the Kuomin- 
tang in such a critical and catas- 
trovhic position? 

“Let us take facts and data, not 
from polemical arsenals but from 
the arsenals of the friends and 
helpers of the Kuomintang Gov- 
ernment—the United States of 
America.” 

New Plan for Greece. 

Earlier, Russia agreed with the 
West that the U.N. should post- 
pone its debate on Greece’s war 
against Communist guerrillas 
while efforts are made to solve the 
troublesome Balkan question. 

Observers interpreted agreement 
on this proposal by Vishinsky as 
qualified acceptance by Russia 
of Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son’s appeal, made at the opening 
of the Assemb! ylast week to co- 
operate with the West in settling 
international problems, particular- 
ly in Greece. 

Accepts Study Plan. 

Vishinsky said Russia would 
agree to a resolution offered by 
Australia, with the backing of the 
United States and Britain, calling 
on the General Assembly’s Political 
Committee to appoint a commis- 
sion headed by Assembly President 
Carlos P. Romulo to try to reach 
@ peaceful settlement of the Greek 
issue by Oct. 17. 

But Vishinsky qualified his ac- 
ceptance of Acheson's appeal by 
- supporting a Polish resolution ask- 
ing the political committee to ap- 
pea] to the Greek Government to 
“suspend all executions and courts- 
martial for political reasons” as a 
prerequisite of peaceful settlement 
of the Greek civil war. 

Citing the case of a Katryn 
Zervkos, whom they said was 
under death sentence “for her po- 
litical beliefs,” Russia and Poland 
condemned Greek internal policy. 

“We are merely appealing,” Vi- 
shinsky said, “to humanitarian 
feelings and actions. We appeal 
for action worthy of a civilized

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP) 
—House approval of two big pay- 
rise bills carried forward today a 
drive in Congress for adjourn- 
ment by mid-October. 

The pay rise bills would benefit 
those in the armed services and 
in the Post Office Department. 

The armed services measure, 
passed by voice vote yesterday, is 
estimated to cost $300,000,000 a 
year. It went to President Tru- 
man for signature. It increases 
the pay of nearly all uniformed 
personnel, from privates to gen- 
erals. 

180 Million Postal Pay Rise. 


A Ford officer said last nignt | 


The postal pay rise measure, 
passed by a vote of 332 to 2, went 
to the Senate, with early action 
likely. Its estimated cost is $180,- 
000,000 a year. The Administra- 
tion opposed it ineffectively. 

In addition to getting a flat 
boost of $150 a year, many em- 
ployes would be benefited by auto- 
matic increases in their job rat- 
ings, while all would be given 20 
days annual leave instead of the 
15 they now receive. 

The bill also would boost from 
$2550 to $2900 the annual starting 
salary of regular field workers in 
the postal service, and give uni- 
form-wearing workers a $100 an- 
nual uniform allowance. 

Its passage came as Chairman 
Murray (Dem.), Tennessee, of the 
House Post Office Committee 
promised early action — perhaps 
late this week—von another bill to 
increase postal rates by an aggre- 
gate of about $125,000,000 a year. 

With the pay rises, Murray said, 
the estimated posta] deficit will be 
around $700,000,000, and the only 
way to cut it down is to raise 
rates in classifications of service 
which now are the big money 
losers. 

Demands Congress Pay Rise. 

Senator Cain (Rep.), Washing- 
ton, demanded a $25,000-a-year sal- 
ary for Senators and Represent- 
atives if this sum is voted for 
Cabinet members. He told the Sen- 
ate he opposed any salary in- 
creases for top-level Government 
officials at this time, but that if 
Congress does approve the bill to 
increase executive salaries, he said, 
then members of Congress should 
get as much money as the Cabinet 
members. Cabinet members now 
get $15,000 yearly. Members of 
Congress receive $12,500 in salary 
and a $2500 tax-free allowance. 

Cain offered an amendment to 
the bill to boost congressional pay 
to a flat $25,000 without the tax- 
free expense money. 

As the Senate began debate on 
the measure, Senator Long (Dem.), 
Louisiana, argued that the pay in- 
crease is necessary to keep the 
best-qualified men working for the 
Government. He said that “enor- 
mous savings in efficiency” would 
more than offset the added cost 
of the bill to taxpayers.

64 Million in Securities. 

The other $64,000,000 question 
related to Western Electric’s in- 
vestment in marketable securities, 
listed among its assets.

McClintock, that he sought to have 
these securities eliminated from 
Western Electric’s investment for 
purposes of calculating the rate of 
profit on investment. 

Marketable securities were about

German Suggestion, 

On Sept. 22 the Germans had 
suggested a rate of 22.5 cents. | 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, head | 
of the republic, told a press con- | 
ference, however, that final au-'| 


‘thority on the matter rests in the | 


hands of the Western Allies since 
the occupation statute gives them 
control over Germany's foreign 
trade and exchange. Adenauer 
said the Allied recommendation on 
devaluation had been given to his 
cabinet as a result of the devalu- 
ation of the British poumd. 

The commissioners also promised 
to issue an order within a week 
stabilizing the price of coal ex- 
ported from the Ruhr valley to 
other European nations. Stabiliza- 
tion is needed, the statement said, 
“to insure that interests of coal 
importing countries are not preju- 
diced by present devaluation of the 
Deutsche mark.” 

The French, particularly, were 
reported opposed to any sharp de- 
valuation of the mark for fear it 
would give German goods a com- 
petitive advantage. They were re- 
ported yesterday favoring a 15 per 
cent reduction in the mark’s value 
while the Americans backed the 
German proposal for a devaluation 
of about 25 per cenf. 

Adenauer said that the Allies 
want Germany to raise the price 
of domestic coal to make up losses 
suffered by the stabilizing of coal 
export prices. 

“The German Government,” Ade- 
nauer said, “is unanimous in its 
determination not to agree to this.”

Hit In Face By Russian. 


Through Germany Say Russians 
Thought They Were Spies. 


HAMBURG, Germany, Sept. 28 
(AP)—Two American students 
said today Russian authorities 
held them prisoner in “dungeons” 
for two months because they 
thought they were spies. 

United States authorities 
brought the two youths from the 
Russian zone of Germanv to 
Hamburg in the British zone this 
afternoon after obtaining their re- 
lease in Magdeburg. 

Warren Oelsner Jr., 20 years 
old, of Oyster Bay, N. Y., was re- 
.united with his father in Ham- 


burg. The other youth is Peter 
Sellers, 19, of Radnor, Pa. Both 
are University of Pennsylvania 
students. 


The senior Oelsner arranged 
immediate airline passage to take 
his son and Sellers home. 

The two young men were es- 
corted from Magdeburg by Brig. 
Gen. W. W. Hess, chief of the 
American military mission at 
Potsdam, who negotiated with the 
Russians. 

The tall and lanky boys were 
pale, apparently from long con- 


breakfast in Boizenburg and I 
guess the German police got sus- 
Ppicious, because they arrested us. 
They called the Russians, who 
made it clear immediately that 
they thought we were spies. 

“They told us they would take 
us to the border and free us, but 
instead they took us to Schwerin. 
There they interrogated us and 
put us in a dungeon. 

“I thought the Russian privates 
had put us in jail without the au- 
thority of their major, so I broke 
down the door. About five of 
them pulled out their guns but 
they didn’t shoot. The major came 
down and then they put us back 
in the cell.

When I resisted 
about five of them piled on to 
me and one hit me in the face.

A proposal to grant full voting | 


rights to women delegates has 
been introduced, but cannot be put 
into effect before the next con- 
vention, in 1952. A protest against 
the House’s refusal to seat the 
women delezates has been drafted 
for presentation to the women’s 
auxiliary, now in session here. ° 


Three Missouri deputies were 
appointed to committees of the 
convention by the Very Rev. 
Claude W. Sprouse. president of 
the House of Deputies. The Very 
Rev. Sidney E. Sweet, dean of 
Christ Church Cathedral, St. 
Louis, was named to the commit- 
tee on the state of the church, 
on which he has served for sev- 
eral conclaves. The Rev. J. Fran- 
cis Sant, rector of the Church of 
St. Michael and St. George, St. 
Louis, was appointed to the com- 
mittee on canons, dealing with 
basic church legislation, and Ed- 
ward G. Lasar, St. Louis layman, 
was named to the committee on 
elections. 


A resolution in behalf of the 
Rev. John Howard Melish, ousted 
rector of Holy Trinity Church, 
Brooklyn, is to be presented to the 
House of Deputies, probably late 
today. Dr. Melish was dismissed 
by Bishop James P. DeWolfe, fol- 
lowing charges that he had con- 
doned pro-Communist activities of 
his son and assistant, the Rev. W. 
H. Melish. Parishioners voted to 
uphold the rector and to dismiss 
the nine vestrymen who filed 
complaint against him. 


Questions Church Canon. 
The resolution as drafted ques- 
tions Canon 46 of the church, 
which designates vestrymen as 
“agents and legal representatives” 
of the parish. It also proposes a 
declaration that vestrymen must 
not act in opposition to the known 
wishes of parishioners. 
A call for a unification of Chris- 
tendom was voiced in an address 
to the convention yesterday by the 
Most Rev. Cyril Forster Garbett, 
Archbishop of York and Primate 
of England, who is representing 
the Anglican Church at the con- 
vention. 

No Short Cut to Union. 
He said the Anglican com- 
munion “stands for freedom, and 
within it there is room for both 
Catholic and Protestant liberal 
and literalist.”

The new pensions plan—affect- 
ing about 9000 workers in Armco’s 
three Ohio plants—calls for $100 
a month.

Under the Armco pact, the com- 
pany pays about 60 per cent, the 
individual workers 40 per cent.

Ordered to Move in 3 Days. 

When the Army ordered 110,000 
Japanese-Americans and _ other 
aliens out of California at the 
Start of the war, the Hagiwaras 
were given three days to clear 
out of Golden Gate park. Sixteen 


truckloads of rare plants and 


trees, valued at more than $200,- 
000, were trucked away—the Hag- 
fwaras don’t know where. 

Because they were allowed to 
take with them only such pos- 
sessions as they could carry, the 
Hagiwaras sold what they could 
and left the rest. Most Japanese- 
Americans suffered the same 
thing. They lost their shops and 
stores, their household goods and 
homes. 

A recent survey placed their 
loss during exclusion at more 
than $367,000,000. 

Today, the Japanese-American 
{a worse off economically than he 
was before the war, although his 
social status is improved. Most 
of the older citizens of Japanese 
descent now are working as farm 
laborers, gardeners or domestics. 

As one official of the Japanese- 
American Citizens’ League ex- 
plained it: 

“What else ¢an they do? Before 
the war, they could start a truck 
farm or small business for as 
little as $1000. They had to sell 
out for 25 cents on the dollar, or 
less, when they were excluded. 
Now, it takes $5000 or more to 
start a farm or cleaning shop. 
They don’t have it.” 

Take Jobs They Can Get. 

There is virtually no unemploy- 
ment among the Japanese-Amer- 
ican population—but they have to 
take what they can get. 

The lot of the younger Nisei 
(American-born citizens of Japa- 
nese descent) is considerably bet- 
ter than that of their parents. Be- 
cause of a shortage of skilled la- 
bor, many Nisei girls got employ- 
ment as bookkeepers, typists and 
stenographers and the demand in 
that field, today at least, exceeds 
supply. The college-trained Nisei 
professional—the doctor, dentist, 
engineer or architect—is enjoying 
a good business and is patronized 
by Americans generally. 

Inability of the Japanese-Amer- 
feans to regain their truck farms 
and flower gardens forced many 
of them into new industries, In 
Los Angeles, for example, employ- 
ment of Japanese-Americans in 
the garment industry has in- 
ereased 3000 per cent over prewar. 

For the first time in history, 
Nisei are teaching in California 
schools, in all grade levels and in 
eolleges and universities. : 

Nisei are succeeding, too, in ar- 
tistic fields.

History repeats itself in many 
ways. Today many of our back- 
grounds for 20th century living 
follow eighteenth century elegance 
of richness in upholstery materi- 
als and polished surfaces of fur- 
niture. 

Eighteenth century England 
was marked by a great evolution 
of beauty, marking the shift from 
the bizarre to the practical. By 
1700 the country was swinging 
away from the elaborate styles set 
by Louis XIV and imported by 
Charles II. Dutch traders were 
responsible for an exotic trend. 
Oriental lacquer came into popu- 
lar favor and everytinhg from 
dressing tables to tall clocks 
showed Chinese influence, From 
China came the principle of the 
claw-and-ball foot used so much 
in Queen Anne and Chippendale 
furniture. It was an adaptation of 
a dragon claw clutching a pearl. 
From China too came the custom 
of tea drinking, and tea chests, 
ranking in beauty with jewel 
chests, were fashioned by cabinet 
makers and kept In the parlor. 

The Queen Anne period marked 
an increase in the variety of fur- 
niture. The chest of drawers and 
the highboy were developed along 
with secretaries, desks and tiptop 
tables. Headboards of beds bro- 
caded bed curtains. Curved chair 
backs appeared and the seats of 
chairs were shaped to accomodate

Georgian Cabinet Makers. 

It was from this period that the 
cabinet makers of the latter part 
of the 18th century, known as the 
Georgian period, took their begin- 
nings. There were four who were 
outstanding and these were Rob- 
ret Adam, Thomas Chippendale, 
George Hepplewhite and Thomas 
Sheraton, 

Robert Adam was the most 
sophisticated artist of his time and 
the first to visualize the house 
beautiful as a complete unit, in- 
cluding everything from the archi- 
tecture to the silverware. His

From Adam’s desire to imitate 
Italy’s marble buildings evolved 
the composition material with 
which he covered the exteriors of 
his houses, the ancestor of stucco.

sional panel, flat column or pil- 
aster. Toward the latter.part of 
Adam’s regime and as the trend 
toward Roman architecture in- 
creased, Pompeian reds, browns 
and terra cottas appeared. 

The circular, or oval-shaped 
room was introduced by Adam. 


His decorations were filled with | 
intricate garlands that could not 


well be carved from wood so he 
resorted to plaster. Urns and harps 
vied with acanthus leaves. These 
were carved on the ceiling, paint- 
ed on the walls, woven in the 
carpets and furniture. Painted fur- 
niture, really Hepplewhite’s inno- 
vation, was favored by Adam and 
his white, cream and gold pieces 
must have set off charmingly the 
elaborate and colorful costumes of 
both men and women. Upholstery 
for this delicate furniture was of 
the most elegant of fabrics, in- 
cluding light-toned brocades, dam- 
asks and satins.

the. artistry of Adam was wel 
comed into the United States. 
Even then the Colonies were not 
ripe for such grandeur. The wood 
carvers of Salem, Mass., did pro- 
duce exquisite mantelpieces in his 
manner, and some of the wealthy 
sea captaing built mansions in 
Adam’s style. But his higly ornate 
ceilings and plaster and classic 
murals were too large a mouth- 
ful for even rich merchantmen 
to swallow. 


Chippendale Artistry. 


About 1765 Thomas Chippendale 
entered the employ of Robert 
Adam. He was a man of middle 
age with a sound background of 
practical experience: To his shop 
in St. Martin’s Lane where pigs 
rummaged in the unpaved streets, 
came the wealthy of the day. They 
gathered there to exchange gossip, 
sip tea and place orders that often 
included the furnishings of an 
entire house, 


Chippendale first publighed “The 
Gentleman and Cabinet-Maker’s 
Director” in 1754. Most of his 
furniture was made of mahogany 
and the finest examples of his 
style rank as peers of any of the 
great furniture in the world. They 
are soundly yet spiritedly de- 
signed. Their joinery is perfec- 
tion, the carving crisp and ex- 
quisite. 


He developed four variations of 
style, a refinement of the Queen 
Anne, Gothic, Chinese and French 
motifs. Flowing curves character- 
ize his first styles and these are 
today judged the finest he devel- 
oped. One of his improvements of 
the decorated Queen Anne was to 
replace the cabriole leg and Dutch 
foot with the ball and claw. The 
fiddle-shaped splat of chairs be- 
came the delicate ribbon back, 
and the ball and claw foot was 
ee replaced by the straight 
eg. 

The classical and graceful fur- 
niture of Hepplewhite resembles 
both Adam and Sheraton but it is 
more individual and masculine. 
Hepplewhite translated into his 
own language the designs from 
other countries and put emphasis 
on form, proportion and beauty. 
This is especially revealed in his 
chairs. The shield back is his best 


known pattern but he also favored | 


the hoop, heart oval and wheel 
backs divided from the seat by | 
short uprights. The Prince of | 
Wales’ three feathers and other 
carved motifs often graced the. 
splats of the oval back. Inlay and 
painted design were also featured. 


Light Woods. 

Although mahogany was the 
leading wood of the day, Hepple- 
white inclined to lighter woods to 
accent his delicate pieces. A great 
number of imported woods were 
used for veneering including tulip- 
wood, holly and ebony. Hepple- 
white’s sideboards are most oftep 
serpentine convex center and con- 
cave ends, with square tapered 
legs and spade feet. He avoided 
massiveness in designs and re- 
duced the size of chairs without 
impairing usefulness or beauty. 

The last survivor of the group | 
was Thomas Sheraton. He is also 
called the last of England’s great | 
designers, Despite - accomplish- | 
ments and skill, he knew only pov- 
erty from birth to death. Curi- 
ously, there are hardly any re- 
maining pieces positively identi- 
fied as Sheraton’s work. After 
publishing a book on cabinet mak- 
ing, his active occupations ceased 
in favor of designing. On the side 
he taught mathematics and draw- 
ing, wrote religious pamphlets and 
preached, 

There are certain distinguishing 
marks that set Sheraton’s designs 
aside from those of Hepplewhite. 
For example, Sheraton chairs 
feature rectangular backs with 
splats running horizontally, diag- 
onally or vertically. A distinction

exertion. William Pahlman has 
even designed chairs and tables 
on wheels that can be moved 
quickly and easily to the most 
desirable spot in the room. 

Perhaps the dream of special 
furniture to accompany your 
new television set is in the realm 
of “some day.” Before long, how- 
ever, you may figure that tele- 
vision sets and fine furniture 
arrangements do not always mix. 
Placing your prized new set in 
the most advantageous spot often 
means disarranging your scheme 
of decoration with chairs pulled 
from their places and general 
disorder resulting, It’s all in the 
path of progress, of course, but 
if you sometimes heave a sigh as 
you look at your room after a TV 
session, you'll be interested in a 
solution developed by one family. 

The living room was rather 
small. When friends dropped in, 
the attractive living room seemed 
in complete disorder because all 
chairs were moved near the tele- 
vision screen.

In 
front of the stand was a louvered 
panel which concealed the stand, 
yet permitted air to enter for the 
cooling of the tubes, Flanking the 
central panel were twin, double- 
doored cabinets about three feet 
in height. These were of suffi- 
cient width to cover the are com- 
pletely between the set and the 
corner of the room. 

One cabinet was for records, 
cameras and films, The other) 
held folding canvas chairs for 
times when there were more 
guests than seats for them, The 
framework of these chairs was 
enameled to match the cabinets, 
with a warm cream tone that 
blended with the fine finish of the 
television set. 

At each end of the wall, and ex- 
tending from the top of the cabi- 
nets to the ceiling, were built two 
tiers of book and magazine 
shelves about thirty inches in 
width. This arrangement left an 
area of the wall clear only above 
the television. set, a panel about 
eight feet wide. 

The final step in the building 
program was the addition of a 
wooden strip about six inches wide 
up next to the ceiling. This ran 
the entire width of the television 
wall and concealed a tubular bulb 
which lighted the television niche. 
Wooden cornices above the win- 
dows were of the same width. 

When the construction work 
was finished the ceiling was 
painted cream; the walls, a medi- 
um shade of antique green which 
blended with the rug and con- 
trasted with the rich red of the 
club chair. Other fabrics in the 
room combined the cream tone of 
the cabinets and the furniture 
wood with shades of green and 
accents of crimson. 

As for the actual finishing of 
the new wood used in construc- 
tion, a priming coat was applied. 
All cracks and nail head indenta- 
tions were filled with a wood fill- 
er. All surfaces were sanded 
smooth and dusted. Then the 
final coats of semi-gloss enamel 
were brushed on. 

A decorative border was applied 
to the cornice board for the win- 
dows and the moulding above the 
television niche. A simple geo- 
metric “Wall-of-Troy” type of de- 
signs filled in with dull gold paint 
is a suggestion. 

Color Medium in Value 

If you’re a TV fan and are 
faced with the problem of re- 
decorating your living room, 
remember a solttion is not hard 
to find. 

There are some things to keep 
in mind, however. One is that its 
wise to keep your wall color 
medium in depth. A nationally 
known color authority, says that 
the color selected for walls be- 
hind a television set should be 
medium in value, not too intense 
in color and rather grayed.

BASIC ELEMENTS OF ROOM 
PLANNING ARE VERY SIMPLE 


When planning the furniture ar- 
rangement of a room, there are 
several basic principles to remem- 
ber which will guide you in the 
right direction. 

One of the first points to con- 
sider is balance, which means the 
proper distribution of weight and 
the best possible use of space. To 
achieve the proper distribution of 
weight, place the heavy pieces as 
far away from each other as pos- 
sible. If all the heavy pieces are 
on one side the room takes on a 
top-heavy appearance. 

Never furnish a room with all 
large pieces as this will result in 
an overcrowded room and one that 
is difficult for people to get 
around, 

Arrange your important pieces 
such as sofas, pianos, console ra- 
dios or televisions, large chests, or 
desks parallel with or at right an- 
gles to the wall. Never cut off the 
corner of a room by placing a 
large piece catty-cornered. 

If you have a sofa on one wall, 
balance it with an important piece 
or grouping such as two arm- 
chairs with a table between them, 
on the opposite wall.

Decorators Shades Set Off by 
Richness of Pole and 
Patterns. 


The floor, which is the second

— OO Land the type of covering are two 
important points in home decora- 
tion. Wool and cotton today are 
the materials going into rugs in 
today’s homes and the colors do 
much to add to the elegance -of 
this season’s decorative trend. 


Weaving is an old craft and rug 
weaving one of its oldest expres- 
sions. The first official record of 
the art of carpet weaving was 
made under Henry IV in France. 
In 1620 a mill was established in 
a soap factory near Chaillot and 
the name Savonnerie, a carpet 
with rich velvety pile, is deriva- 
tive of this beginning. 

In England the art sprang up 
in the towns of Wilton and Ax- 
minister and in 1801 a Frenchman 
by the name of Jacquard invented 
a new type of loom which was 
adapted to the carpet industry. 
The first mill in the United 
States was opened in Philadelphia 
in 1791. It was Erastus Bigelow 
who invented the steam power 
loom in 1839 and later applied 
power to the Jacquard loom to 
weave Brussels and Wilton car- 
pets. The application of steam to 
the Axminster loom was perfected 
in 1867 in the Alexander Smith 
mill in New York. These early 
names are still used in connection 
with our present-day carpets and 
rugs. 

The Axminster rug has an all- 
wool surface and can be rolled 
only one way because of the stiff 
jute construction in the weft 
backing. Each tuft shows on the 
surface and forms part of the pat- 
tern. The Wilton has low pile 
with several layers of yarn im- 
bedded in the back. This rug can 
be rolled both ways. 

The velvet rug is a cut, low-pile 
fabric on which the pattern has 
been printed. The chenille is a 
seamless wool carpet with a deep 
pile woven in any shape, length, 
color or design. 

Recent technical advances in 
weaving, twisting, scouring, back- 
ing materials have made it pos- 
sible to manufacture more inter- 
esting textures. This intermixture 


GLASS PANEL HEATING ONE 
OF LATEST TYPES AVAILABLE 


Keeping warm in cold weather 
has been a problem ever since the 
cave man crept close to the fire 
in his cave home in bitter weather. 
Through the years the various 
means of heating a home have 
kept pace with the development of 
civilization. 

Radiant heat which warms the 
object very much as the sun’s heat 
does, is one of the newest ways of 
heating a home. The generation of 
heat by electricity passing through 
an aluminum element which is 
fused into glass at high tempera- 
ture is now available. The glass 
is tempered for strength, durabil- 
ity and shock. Because of low con- 
ductivity of the glass itself, there 
is no searing or blistering on con- 
tact, and it is not affected by the 
application of water. The glass 
panels are in effect a complete 
heating system for each room. 

The glass heating panels consist 
of the heating element which is a 
thick plate of tempered glass 
about 16 by 24 inches and about 
one-fourth inch thick. Into it is 
fused a continuous aluminum alloy 
grid. The glass plate is mounted 
with ceramics in an aluminum re- 
flector plate with an air space be- 
tween it and the glass. The unit 
is mounted in a steel frame fin- 
ished with a prime coat of paint 
and can be refinished to fit in 
with the color scheme of any 
room. 

For economic installation the 
frames may be attached directly 
to the wall and removal of plaster 
or special construction is not nec- 
essary. 

By installing a series of ther- 
mostatic controls, temperatures 
can be maintained and varied 
throughout as needed or desired. 
The infra-red rays from the panels 
are diffused in all directions and 
the effectiveness of the heat is 
felt throughout the rooms. To 
avoid excessive operating costs, 
this type of heat is best installed 
in buildings that are well insulat- 
ed. The installations of radiant 
glass heating is simple and can be 
done by any licensed electrician. 


Furniture Innovation. 

The mahogany ribbon-back chair 
for which Chippendale is famous, 
was, in its time, an innovation 
not only in design but in furni- 
ture. Prior to the Bighteenth Cen- 
tury, chairs were neither decora- 
tive nor comfortable, And prior 
to the Seventeenth Century, chairs 
were scarce, being reserved for 
the master and mistress of the 
Wealthier manors and, for that 
reason, were called “thrones.”

-FRDDEN QUALITIES IN 
COVERED FURNITURE 


Durability and Comfort Af- 


fected by Springs and 
Filling. + 


When you're buying upholstered 
furniture, there are hidden quali- 
ties which you should know as 
they affect both the durability and 
comfort of a chair or sofa. There 
are five important points to con- 
sider in an upholstered piece: the 
frame, springs, spring supports, 
filling and the upholstery fabric. 

A good frame is made of one 
of the hardwoods, usually ash, 
maple, birch, or gumwood. Joints 
are double-doweled and corners 
reinforced with dowels and corner 
blocks. 

Springs are of two types— 


firmly sewed to the interlaced 
webbing at the bottom of the 
hoor They are hand-tied at the 
top with heavy twine either 
eight ways or four ways and 
fastened to the frame. In the more 
expensive furniture, the springs 
are always tied eight ways as this 
insures the springs remaining up- 
right. A layer of burlap covers the 
springs and is tackea to the 
frame. Both spring seats and 
backs are found in the better 
upholstered pieces. 

Spring supports should be made 
of interlaced webbing and tightly 
fastened to the frame so that they 
can stand long wear before 
sagging. , 

The filling is usually of moss, 
or hair, or a combination of both, 
and in the higher grade upholster- 
ed furniture, the loose seat and 
back cushions are filled with a 
mixture of down feathers and 
hair, or all down. Hair retains its 
resiliency longer than any other 
type of filling but moss is less ex- 
pensive and will give satisfactory 
wear for many years. Down cush- 


ions, are, of course, the softest but 


have to be fluffed up constantly to 
keep them in shape; Foam rubber 
is the newest type of upholstery 


material and is rapidly becoming 
more widely used. It is extremely 
resilient and retains this charac- 
teristic practically forever. In 
some pieces, foam rubber up- 
holstery is used without a spring 
base while in others, a thin layer 
of foam rubber is used over a 
spring base. Due to the high cost 
of this material, foam rubber up- 
holstered pieces are found in the 
upper price brackets. 

The quality of the fabric, is, of 
course, of prime importance from 
the standpoint of style in selecting 
upholstered furniture, and gener- 
ally depends upon the price of the 
piece. An inexpensive chair will 
not be covered with the same 
quality fabric as an expensive 
chair. However, the price does not 
always determine the wearing 
quality of upholstery fabrics as 
some of the finer ones will not 
wear as Well as a coarser, heavier 
fabric. The better designs, tex- 
tures, and colors, as well as the 
pure silks, wools, and linens are 


used on furniture of better 


quality. 

In a well-made upholstered 
chair or sofa, the cover should be 
finished with hand-tailored seams 
and welts around the edge of the 
base and cushions which give the 
piece form and firmness. 


Refinishing Glossy Surfaces. 

When refinishing glossy or 
enameled surfaces, they should 
be rubbed with steel wool or 
very fine sandpaper to dull the 
old finish, assuming that it is not 
cracked or chipped, to provide a 
“tooth” for the new finish. If the 
old finish is scratched or chipped, 
it should be removed with paint 
and varnish remover, obtainable 
from paint dealers, and the resi- 
due cleaned off with turpentine or 
benzene. The surface should then 
be rinsed with clean water and 
allowed to dry thoroughly before 
refinishing. If enamel] is to be 
used, at least two coats should be 
applied, the first coat being a flat 
undercoater, and the second coat 
a gloss or semi-gloss enamel, or 
an “eggshell” finish, as preferred.

An 
applique embroidered edge needs 
only to be creased and thumb- 
tacked in place. Like the place 
mats the shelving too is water- 
proof and washable. It can be cut 
with a sharp scissors.

So you're going to keep house? 
Maybe you are stepping out. of 
white satin and tulle and don- 
ning one of those pretty gingham 
aprons for the first time. In this 
case, romantic glamour will un- 
doubtedly surround even the 


chore of peeling potatoes in your 
kitchen. Or perhaps you are a 
working gal who has been fortu- 
nate enough to find a small apart- 
ment of her own. 

There are many short cuts to 
economy if you will follow them. 
If your budget does not allow for 
the complete set-up of furniture 
it is vastly better to buy one good 
piece at a time rather than live 
with something you'll regret. Buy 
well constructed furniture that is 
well finished. Used pieces can 
complete your furnishings tempo- 
rarily. You can discard these as 
your selected pieces are added. 
Sometimes surprises come _ to 
light when an old chair or desk 
or table is relieved of a stained 
and battered finish. 

Whether your domain is a one 
room and kitchenette or whether 


it includes a dining, living and | 


bedroom, orderliness, efficiency 
and cleanliness should be the 
watchword. Starting with the 
kitchen or kitchenette, it can be 
made sprightly at small expense. 
A smooth coat of gloss paint on 
walls and ceiling will make them 
easy to care for since cooking 
smoke and grease may be wiped 
away with a damp cloth. The 
chairs and tables can be bright- 
ened by adding stenciled or free- 
hand fruit or flower designs to 
chair backs and table corners. 

Many of the crackers and cook- 
fes you buy come in well shaped 
cans which may be utilized for 
holding kitchen supplies. Make 
them members of one family by 
painting them all to match and 
decorate them with the same de- 
sign you use on the furniture. 
Coat the flowerpots for your win- 
dow sill with the same bright 
paint and, unless the handles have 
been painted, do the handles on 
your kitchen gadgets the corre- 
sponding color. 

Make Kitchen Curtains. 

You can save pennies on your 
kitchen curtains by making them 
of unbleached muslin. Make them 
sill length and stitch rows of 
bright-colored rick-rack or tape to 
make borders at the bottom. Sev- 
eral contrasting colors lend a 
gayer effect. And by the way, 
your kitchen apron can have a 
border similar to the curtains if 
you make it of unbleached mus- 
lin. Be sure to shrink your mus- 
lin ‘or you may find your cur- 
tains two or three inches shorter 
than sill-length.

followed by a coat of floor wax. 
When the surface becomes worn, 
wash off the wax coating with 
turpentine, scrub it with warm 
goapsuds and rinse well. Then 
cover with two coats of floor 
enamel and apply wax. By this 
method a linoleum may be suc- 
cessfully rejuvenated and get its 
second wind for another stretch. 

While you are hoarding for that 
luscious rug that gives you the 
feeling of walking in a mossy 
meadow, you can do well with 
emoothly finished floors that are 
Kept nicely waxed. This is par- 
ticularly true in the dining room 
where crumbs may be easily 
brushed up after meals. If you're 
pinch-hitting with plain dining 
furniture, it can be made inter- 
esting by painting some of the 
chairs one color and soMe an- 
other, just as the current styles 
in pottery dinnerware combine 
several colors to the set. These 
smoothly painted pieces will not 
clash with your polished natural 
woods as you begin to mingle 
them. 

Whatever finish you decide on 
for your painted furniture, the 
surface must first be made 
smooth. Next comes an applica- 
tion or two of enamel undercoat- 
er, followed by the finishing coat 
of enamel, The latter is not 
brushed in, but flowed on with a 
fairly full brush. 

When painting furniture, the 
rooms should be well ventilated. 
Do not place it too near an open 
window, since dust may settle on 
the wet surface and mar the fin- 
ish. An electric fan in the room 
will not only facilitate drying, but 
will also help dispel paint odors. 

Cheerful Colors. 

There is nothing that helps dis- 
pel morning gloom like a cheerful 
colored bathroom. If the walls and 
ceiling are done in your favorite 
color and you can sit at a tricky 
dressing table and powder your 
nose, the day is sure to get off to 
a good start. An unpainted dress- 
ing table can be dressed in many 
ways that give remarkable results 
for little expense. 

For the bedroom, comfort comes 
first, last and always. A good mat- 
tress and spring are the nucleus 
around which to build, even though 
they rest on a plain board frame- 
work for the time being. Avoid dis- 
tracting colors or ornamentation 
in a bedroom. The walls and ceil- 
ing should be done in reposeful 
tints to form the background for 
complete rest. A soft tone on the 
wall opposite that of the head of 
the bed may serve to balance the 
lighter, somewhat brighter shades 
of the other walls. 

Too-small rooms should not be 
cut up with contrasting walls and 
woodwork. If they are painted the 
same shade, or only a few de- 
grees different, a room assumes 
larger proportions. The wall colors 
should help contribute light to 
rooms inclined to be dark. Remem- 
ber that too little furniture is 
preferable to too much. Then, each 
time you add another piece it will 
give you a lift. 

One authority, allowing three 
years time to complete the fur- 
nishing of a living room, advises 
the buying of good sitting and 
lighting the first year; comfort 
the second year; charm the third. 
The word charm covers a wide 
lattitude and includes anything 
from parakeets to pianos if you 
are so minded. This three-year 
plan does not apply only to a 
living room. It can apply to the 
entire home or apartment. 


Winter Heat. 

When you reorganize your rooms 
for winter living, plan to place 
your fine mahogany furniture as 
far as possible from the radiator, 
register or fireplace. Artificial 
heat invariably is dry heat, and 
hard even on the best of wood 
finishes. ;

Shop for colorfast fabrics to 
avoid the disappointment that 
comes when work is wasted on 
fabrics that fade or run.

If 
you must keep your decorations 
along time remember that plain 
colors are less tiring than fig- 
ured, and that more conservative 
color schemes are less wearing 
to the eye than the bolder treat- 


ments, 
Color Charts. 

Color schemes may be worked 
out, using the more permanent 
items like walls or floor coverings 
as cues. With a mulberry floor 
covering, gray walls with a pink 
cast and draperies of wine and 
gray stripe or white may be used. 
Color accent is gold. A light gray 
floor covering may have rose or 
blue walls, light burgundy dra- 
peries and silver accents. Scenic 
wall papers with browns and 
greens may use green as a floor 
covering, white or lime draperies, 
and red as a color accent. With 
upholstery of gold, use walls of 
light green, green and white print 
draperies, a beige floor covering 
and orange accents. If draperies 
are multiprint with wine back- 
ground, use soft yellow walls, deep 
gold for the floor covering, wine 
for the upholstery fabric and color 
accents of blue. 

Measure Carefully. 

In general, an all-over slip cover 
for an overstuffed chair takes five 
times the length of the back from 
top to floor, plus a yard for cut- 


ting and seams. If you are plan- 
ning a pleated flounce add at 
least on extra yard. If the fabric 
has a large flower pattern or 
other design that must. be 
matched, add two yards. 


KITCHEN SHOULD HAVE WORK 
AND STORAGE SPACE 


Appliances may set the poten- 
tial pattern for the activities of a 
kitchen and laundry area but their 
full potential can be realized only 
when they are supplemented by 
adequate storage and work space. 
This is provided by properly se- 
lected cabinets. 

Research indicates that families 
of four have on hand from 200 
to 400 items which must be stored 
in these areas. They include fresh 
foods not requiring refrigeration, 
canned foods, packaged foods, 
cleaning supplies, kitchen uten- 
sils, cutlery and kitchen linens. 
In many homes dinnerware is 
stored in the kitchen. Household 
cleaning equipment and supplies 
and sometimes sewing supplies are 
kept in combination kitchen and 
utility rooms. 

If wall and base cabinets did 
no more than keep these several 
hundred items neatly out of sight, 
their contribution to good house- 
keeping would be considerable. 
But they make possible too the 
storage of all foods and equip- 
ment at point of first use. By 
providing work surfaces modern 
cabinets are also an important 
factor in the efficient arrange- 
ment of a kitchen by work cen- 


| ters. From a wide variety of such 


features each homemaker can 
choose the cabinets which best 
fit her over-all homemaking pat- 
tern. / 

For the sink center there are 
cabinets under drainboards with 
sliding shelves for heavy utensils 
or appliances. There are sliding 
cutting boards, racks for soap 
powders, cutlery drawers, towel 
racks and drawers for storage of 
other articles. In some types of 
cabinets these drawers move on 
brass runners; in others they move 
on rollers. Base cabinets are re- 
cessed for toes and knees and of 
a height to eliminate back strain. 

For the food preparation cen- 
ter there are cabinets with 
adjustable shelves, sliding shelves 
and drawers for heavy equipment 
like mixing bowls and mixers, 
built-in flour sifters, metal lined 
drawers for sugar and flour, pull- 
out boards at a convenient height 
for mixing batters or for various 
sitting down tasks. 

Wall cabinets come in all sizes 
from the regular three-shelf cabi- 
nets with single or double doors 
to corner cabinets which utilize 
space that would ordinarily go to 
waste. Base cabinets that fit into 
corners for this same reason have 
revolving shelves which bring 
every stored item within easy 
reach by a mere flip of the 
finger. Some of the wall cabinets

GHUIGE OF LAMP 
I) CAREFULLY MADE 


Should Be in Keeping With 
Room’s Decor—Light Best 
With Same Color Tone. 


Shopping for new lamps for 
your home is a great job. There 
is such a vast assortment of sizes, 
shapes and decorativd styles; you 
can have a field day of fun, es- 
pecially when you end up with the 
RIGHT lamps. The success of 
your selection, however, depends 
upon careful planning. If you'll 
follow these few sure decorator’s 
rules, you can’t go wrong. 

Be sure your lamps are in keep- 
ing with general decor of the 
room. If a room is feminine in 
feeling, then by all means choose 
a lamp with a delicate base and 
frilly shade. If it is a casual room 
with a country home atmosphere, 
choose a simple pottery or brass 
base and top it with a shade of 
plaid paper or fabric, or just plain 
parchment. Formal rooms require 
formal lamps. If a room trends 
toward the elaborate, the shades 
may be of rich fabrics trimmed 
with upholstery braid or fringe. 
Likewise, in a dignified room, 
you'll want dignified lamps... 
and go on. 

Correct Size 

Caution must be exercised as 
to the correct size of the lamps 
and their color scheme. For ex- 
ample, a large, brilliantly colored 
lamp looks out of place on a 
small, delicate table, for it vir- 
tually smothers it...and a small 
lamp on a large table is com- 
pletely lost. They simply throw 
the whole room out of balance. 

A general practice is to use 
twin lamps where you have twin 
tables placed on either side of a 
sofa, bed, or other furniture 
grouping. However, if the tables 
are different, the difference should 
be accentuated by using lamps 
that are definitely unalike. 

The right lamp, properly placed, 
can unify a room and emphasize 
furniture groupings or a Wall 
space. If the room needs added 
color, you can have a gay time 
with colorful lamps, and they’re 
wonderful for giving dramatic in- 
terest where it is needed. Wher- 
ever you have a spot that can 
take it, have a fling with some- 
thing humorous or unusual. 
Lamps, almost more than any 
other room accessory, reflect your 
personal taste and judgment. 
They can create a feeling of hos- 
pitality and friendliness, 

Same Color Tone. 

If there are several lamps in 
one room, they do not have to be 
of the same material, but they 
should give forth the same color 
tone. If the light shining through 
one is a pinkish tone, then all 
the lamps in that room should 
cast the same pinkish glow—not 


yellow or blue. To be safe, before | 


you buy a lamp, see it lighted. 
It detracts from the beauty of 
the room if each lamp sheds a 
different glow. 

Don’t accept any foolish propa- 
ganda about decorators declaring 
floor lamps as taboo today! Such 
a statement carries little common 
sense, and it is strange how it 
ever came into circulation. There 
are many situations where, due 
to lack of space, a floor lamp is 
the only answer, especially if light 
is required for close work. A Well- 
designed floor lamp, especially in 
the junior size, can be an asset to 
any room and it usually combines 
the advantages of both direct and 
indirect lighting—that is, reflec- 
tion directed ceilingwise or down- 
ward, as preferred, 

And here’s a final tip. Once you 
are sure the lamp you selected is 
right, remove the cellophane bind- 
ing that covers the shade for pro- 
tection while in the store. The 
shade is better looking without it, 
and if the binding is left on, it is 
apt to shrink in time, due to 
atmospheric effect on the cello- 
phane, and the shade will be 
pulled out of shape.

Use of Materials at Hand

SUGGESTIONS FOR USE OF 
WAX. ON FURNITURE 


Some practical suggestions for 
the use of wax on furniture, doors, 
window sills, woodwork, mantel 
tops and other painted or var- 
nished surfaces, to further pro- 


tect them, and to render them 
easy to clean, are made by an 


| authority who advises: 


“Before waxing, clean the sur- 
face with a solution of mild soap 
flakes and luke-warm water or a 
soapless cleaner. Rub hard to re- 
move not only the dirt but old 
wax and furniture polish. A thor- 
ough rinsing with clear water is 
needed to remove the soap. And 
finally, dry the surface and let it 
stand a couple of hours before the 
wax is applied. If a bluish film is 
left on the dry surface, it is old 


polish that has been drawn out 


by the washing. This is not harm- 
ful unless it is very noticeable. 
When that is the case, the clean- 
ing process should be repeated. 
“In selecting the type of wax 
you use, a hard wax will usually 
wear longest. A soft type wax is 
easier to apply, The liquid, self- 
polishing waxes require the least 
effort but provide only a thin coat 
which means more frequent appli- 
cations, If you select a hard wax, 
figure on using more “elbow 
grease” but it is not uncommon 
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harmony.

Unconventional arrangement 
will give often-used accessories a 
new look, ‘Try arranging the cen- 
terpiece at an end of the table 
instead of the center, Or push 
the table against vull or window 
and put place settings at just the 
ends and one side,

piece. A small, hand-fashioned 
figure of a prima donna in her 
authentic costume of the 1870s is 
placed in the midst of fresh 
flower blossoms. Stems are 
snipped off short and the blos- 
soms arranged to nestle against 
the sweeping hem of her skirt, 

You don’t have to be an expert 
at handicrafts to inject such novel 
notes in your centerpieces as lac- 
quering live roses in gilt or silver 
and mingling them with the fresh 
rose blossoms of harmonizing yel- 
low, white or pink! 

For a fall centerpiece, pine cones 
may be lacquered in gold, silver 
and red and mixed with boughs of 
greenery. Fruits, too, lend them- 
selves to lacquering. Here, color- 
less lacquer may be applied to 
oranges, pomegranates, grapes and 
pineapple and then, just before 
the lacquer dries, lightly dust with 
golden and silver mica for center- 
piece glitter! Note: It’s interest- 
ing to heap these glittering fruits 
on a piece of driftwood painted 
shiny black!

STRESSES NEW TREND 


If you try to push the newest 
furniture into a modern or tradi- 
tional slot, you'll find style creep- 
ing out on all sides. More new de- 
signs, colors and fabrics were 
brought out during the recent 
home furnishings shows than at 


any other time in the past decade.

While 
the small florals and geometric 
patterns continue to be perennial 
favorites, new styles are on the 
market in several lines. 

There is a tropical influence 
afoot in which gome clever de- 
signers have ’aken the fauna and 


flora of the jungles and of Hawaii 
as themes for wallpaper designs. 
The colors are rich blues, warm 
browns that touch on cinnamon 
and hues of lime and citron green. 
The subjects include everything 
from sugar cane and pineapple 
to flower, ferns, monkeys and the 
waves that roll in on a tropical 
beach. 

On the elegant side there are 
wallpapers in which the designs 
have been picked out in wool and 
the papers have the quality of 
damask in the rich, dark regency 
tones. These are the stock wall- 
papers. 

The wallpaper that was once 
considered purely of the kitchen 
because it was truly washable, 
has stepped out into all rooms. 
Sanitas, the clothwall covering, 
is now being shown in more than 
200 patterns. These include pat- 
terns for dens and rathskellers 
in simulated wood, fairy tales and 
Mother Goose figures for chil- 
dren’s bedrooms and nurseries and 
modified scenic patterns. There 
are also clear pastels and deep 
tones for those who prefer them. 
Sanitas comes in 12-yard bolts 
that are four feet wide. 


Much Study. 

A great deal of scientific study 
has gone into the styling of mod- 
ern papers, Sonsequently there are 
the designs and color schemes to 
suit every homemaker, 

Color is important in determin- 
ing the apparent size and shape 
of a room. Professional decor- 
ators seldom select large pattern- 
ed paper with bold color contracts 
for a small room. Instead, they 
choose a motif that is neat in 
size and has little color contrast. 
A long, narrow room can be im- 
proved with subtle two-toned 
paper on the long walls and a 
strongly patterned paper on the 
two short walls. This will seem 
to bring those walls closer into 
the room and square it off. 

Small rooms can be made to 
appear larger by using light- 
colored wallpaper or by using 
stripes horizontally around the 
room. Cool colors such ag blue, 
steel blue, blue-green, soft green, 
soft gray, and wisteria shades, 
also seem to make the room ex- 
pand and take on a feeling of 
spaciousness. 

Appearance Changes 

Overly large rooms appear 
amaller and more livable when 
papered in patterns of pink, rose, 
apricot, mauve, or fuchsia, These 
make the walls closer, as do large 
er boldly outlined patterns. 

Ceilings can be made to appear 
higher or lower by careful plan- 
ning of the areas of wallpaper. 
A dado or chair-rail section of 
contrasting paper in a strip about 
30 inches high all around the 
room reduces the height. The 
game effect is achieved if the 
paper is stopped short of the 
ceiling by a foot or so. Borders 
may be used to make the room 
seem lower; they can be used 
either at chair-rail height or just 
under the ceiling molding. Wide 
borders are most effective for 
such use. . 

In contrast, rooms can be made 
to look taller by the use of stripes 
or columns in_ vertical lines. 
Panels of scenic wallpaper com- 
bined with simple all-over or 
monotone patterns will also ac- 
complish this. The optical illu- 
sions which can be worked out 
with wallpaper are endless. The 
pages of decorating magazines 
and model rooms in stores con- 
stantly illustrate this point. 

Recessive delicate patterns and 
colors can be used in quiet, rest- 
ful rooms for reading and 
pleasant conversation. Vivid paper 
can set the stage for those rooms 
used for more active living. Wall- 
paper can be selected to meet the 
tastes and ideas of every kind of 
family and mode of life. 


Drum-Type Table. 

One of the earliest examples of 
mahogany furniture that was as 
useful as it was beautiful, is the 
drum-type table with small] draw- 
ers all around. Here, two centuries 
ago, the squires of merry England 
conducted business with the ten- 
ants whose labor and rent were 
their support. Each tenant was 
assigned a drawer for the safe- 
keeping of his papers and his 
money. And, since each drawer 
was equipped with two locks, 
much as your safety deposit box 
at the bank is today, with the 
squire in possession of one key, 
the tenant the other, the chances 
are, this table performed its duties 
well.

Good news for those who are 
furnishing one of the new small 
houses or apartments is the fact 
that the stores are now showing 
some exciting new groups of fur- 
niture that have been especially 
designed with the small home in 
mind. In all three of the impor- 
tant styles—period—provincial—or 
modern, there is furniture that is 
constructed on a smaller scale but 
boasts as much beauty, comfort, 
and efficiency as the larger 
models. 

Sofas, for instence, are no 
longer all of the conventional 72- 
inch length or longer, but are 
now available in a 68-inch length 
and so proportioned that they do 
not look “stubby”. These “apart- 
ment”. sofas have the same seat- 
ing capacity as the longer ones 
but the shorter over-all length has 
been made possible by the use of 
narrower arms.

E\just as carefully as it was in 


Sheraton’s time. Constant strides 
made in the wood finishing field 
made it possible to have surface 
finishes much more durable than 
those of even a decade ago. To 
understand the care a fine 
piece of furniture deserves, it is 
well to understand how furniture 
is made and how the finish is 
applied. 

Lumber for furniture is placed 
in stacks, covered by a roof but 
open on all sides to permit dry- 
ing. When the time comes for 
more complete drying, the wood 
is wheeled to the kiln and dried 
so that there remains but three 
to four per cent of moisture with- 
in it. Moisture is the deadly 
enemy of the woodworker, for 
wood is like a sponge. It swells 
when it has moisture within its 
pores and will bulge and warp. 

When all possible moisture has 
been dried from the lumber it is 
ready for the cutting room where 
the cut-off saw trims it to the 
desired lengths. After that the 
ripper takes off rough edges and 
saws it into proper’ widths. 
When the edges have . been 
trimmed it is sent to the match- 
ing or veneering department. 

Not Cheapening Process. 

Veneer, contrary to some beliefs, 
is not a cheapening process, The 
finest woods, because of their 
rarity and striking grains, are 
seldom cut into lumber but are 
cut into thin sheets called veneers. 
The beautifully grained patterns 
are, in most cases, made possible 
by the skillful matching of veneers 
cut so close together from the 
same log that there is no per- 
ceptible variation of the figure. 

In the machining department 
the lumber is shaped and sanded. 
Holes are drilled in it for the 
dowels and rough carving is done. 
The furniture is then ready for 
the master carvers whose skill 
plays as large a part in the 
fashioning of fine furniture as it 
ever has. 

In the cabinet-making depart- 


ment, the sections are fitted to- 
gether with dowels and glue and 
then the piece is ready for the 
highly trained hands of the fin- 
ishers. Their work is highly im- 
portant for a piece of furniture is 
no better than its finish. 

Staining is one of the most im- 
portant operations, for upon this 
depends the color of the furniture 
when it is completed and the per- 
fect matching of various pieces of 
the same guit. Three types of stain 
are used, water or acid stains, 
spirit stains, and oil stains, Hach 
type has a different quality. 

After the staining has been com- 
pleted, the pores of the wood are 
filled with a filler which makes 
the surface smoother. After a day’s 
drying time the piece is again 
sanded. Then comes a coat of 
sealer, to seal the pores of the 
wood and the stain. Again it is 
sanded, 

The piece now has color and 
tone, but it looks dull for it lacks 
the protective transparent coating 
which also brightens and enriches 
its appearance. From this point 
the finishers may follow several 
different paths. The richness and 
durability of the surface rest upon 
the care and time devoted to this 
process. Shellac and wax may be 
used, or lacquer and wax. Shellac 
and lacquer may also be used 
without the final coating of wax. 
Or the piece may be coated with 
varnish and finished dull, mat, 
polished, rubbed or satin. As many

of the oil and will leave no 

or lint behind. 

When the polish is applied, it 
should be followed with lots of 
steady, vigorous rubbing so the 
wood becomes warmed, the oil 
seeps down into the tiny pores 
and not the slightest trace of 
polish remains on the surface to 
attract the dust. 

To polish a piece of furniture 
which has been finished with 
lacquer, wax, not oil polish should 
be used. If oil is used the furni- 
ture will in time acquire a bluish 
gray cast. If this has happened 


as twenty different operations 
may enter into the finishing of 
the piece with al] the various sand- 
ings, coatings and rubbings to 
which it is subjected. 

If a piece of furniture is to de- 
velop the prized patina it must 
have loving care and elbow grease, 

If you use polish on your furni- 
ture, be careful not to use too 
much. Superfluous polish serves 
only to a coating to which 
dust clings tenaciously. Twenty- 
four hours before you plan to rub 
down the furniture it is a good 
idea to put two tablespoons of 
polish into an empty screw-top 
pr then turn it right out again.

PLAN STRIKE OVER 


Executive Board to Rec- 
ommend Walkout Be- 
cause Second Fireman 


Was Denied. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP) 
—A nation-wide strike of railway 
firemen and enginemen is planned 
for next month to protest against 
the rejection of a union demand 
for an extra fireman on diesel en- 
gines. 

David B. Robertson, president 
of the Brotherhooi of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen, disclosed 
the plans last night. 

“We will do it,” he said, ‘“‘to as- 
sure a’.proper measure of safety 
for our members and the public.” 

The union request was turned 
down by a presidential emergency 
board Sept. 19. Rail workers are 
barred by law from walking off 
their jobs until 30 days after an 
emergency board makes its report. 

The firemen’s brotherhood had 
contended that (a) second fireman 
was required on diesel engines for 
safety purposes and (b) the more 
efficient diesels are knocking fire- 
men out of jobs by cutting down 
the number of trains needed. 

The emergency board replied 
that diesels are being engineered 
for greater safety, making the 
extra man unnecessary. It refuted 
the union’s second statement with 
a report that the diesels actually 
are creating jobs by attracting 
more freight to railroads.

Although really the oldest for- 
mation in football, the T long ago 
was discarded until the Chicago 
Bears resurrected it in 1940, the 
year their famed 73-0 rout of the 
Washington Redskins focused at- 
tention on their formation.

When speaking of football formations used on the offense by 
this or that team, we are referring merely to an arrangement of 11 
men placed in accordance with the rules and fitting the imagination 
Despite all the mumbo-jumbo and black magic talk, 


In 1906 when football rules were 
changed drastically, making it il- 
‘legal for an offensive teammate 
| to help a ball carrier by pushing 
him along, Warner hit upon the 
idea of placing the one-time push- 
er at the end of the line, about 
'a yard back but still in a posi- 
_tion to help the end open a hole 
'for the ball-carrier. The success- 
'ful move was the Single Wing 
_and ‘some years later, placing a 
| back at each end of the line, Pop 
gave us the Double Wing. 

The Single Wingback formation, 
, getting its name from that one 
| back placed in a flanking position 
to the line, operates frequently 
from behind an unbalanced line, 
which means that four linemen 
are stationed to one side (the 
strong side) of the center, leaving 
just two on the other or weak 
side. 

Three of the four backs are in 
position to receive a direct snap 
of the ball from center, and, as 
the diagram just below shows, the 
Single Wing is a power offense 
because, counting the backs, 
seven of the attacking team’s 11 
players are loaded to one side. 
This information is also good for 
spinner plays and reverses — ex- 
changing of the ball or faking in 
the backfield for deception—and 
is effective, too, for quick-kicking 
and short passing.

Knute Rocke, one of football’s 
greatest coaches, made this forma- 


tion—with its rhythmic backfield 
shift—so popular that for 20 years 
it ruled supreme. Until the T- 
Formation came along, nearly 65 
per cent of all teams used the 
Rockne system. 

Actaully it was from a T-shaped 
formation that by signal the four 
back shifted right or left into a 
box-like arrangement from which 
plays were run. The line was bal- 
anced—that is, three forwards on 
each side of the center—with the 
two ends shuttling out about a 
yard from their tackles at the 
same time the backfield shifted. 

The balance of the formation, 
along with the position of the 
backs following their shift, en- 
abled coaches to run just about 
any kind of play—outside end, 
off-tackle, spins and reverses — 
and it also was ideal for passing 
and quick-kicking. In fact until 
the birth of the new man-in-mo- 
tion T, the Notre Dame Box For- 
mation was, in my opinion, the 
finest all-around offensive align- 
ment.

Current, the River Beautiful, is 
in dire danger of being destroyed. 
The White, the Black, and the 
St. Francis rivers have all been 
dammed, and the United States 
Army engineers have proposed 
two dams on the Current, which, 
if their proposal is accepted by 
the Congress, will ruin one of the 
most beautiful streams in all 
America, 

A public hearing will be held 
by Col. T. A. Lane, District Engi- 
neer, Little Rock (Ark.) district, 
at Newport, Ark., in the County 
Courthouse at 10 am., Oct. 12, 
1949 for the purpose of submitting 


to the Congress a report concern- 
‘ing the proposed dams on Cur- 
irent river. Col. Lane in his no- 
‘tice of the hearing states that, 
‘“Oral statements will be heard, 
but for the accuracy of the record 
all important facts should be sub- 
mitted in writing, in quadrupli- 
cate. Written statements may be 
handed to the undersigned at the 
hearing or mailed to him before- 
hand.” 


Two Dam Sites Proposed. 


There are two proposed dam 
sites. The first, known as Don- 


lons daily, as well as Round Spring 
State Park and the Round Spring 
caverns, would also fall victim to 
the engineers’ proposal. 

When the Congress is asked for 
the appropriation to construct 
these two dams, it is likely that 
neither will be mentioned by 
name, but the sum will be sought 
for under a bill on flood control 
for the Mississippi river. The 
Doniphan dam is also designated 
a multiple-purpose dam; that is, 
for flood control and electricity. 
Norfork dam on the White river 
furnishes ample power and the 
Senate has approved $9,000,000 to 
build a power line from Norfork 
to Essex, Mo., with substation de- 
livery points at Doniphan and 
Essex. 

Current river, the River Beauti- 
ful, is paralleled by concrete and 
earthen dams on the White, the 
Black and the St. Francis rivers. 
The flood control feature is high- 
ly questionable—it certainly has 
not been effective on the Black 
and St. Francis—and the Norfork 
dam furnishes sufficient electric 
power without harnessing the 
Current.

To State Group 


Five Negro high schools from 
this district have been admitted 
to membership in the Missouri 
State High School Activities As- 
sociation, it was disclosed yester- 
day.

According to the en- 
gineers, the maximum fluctuation 
of the Doniphan pool would be 


98 feet and, of the Blair Creek 
pool, 73 feet. If these two pro- 
‘posed reservoirs should become 

reality, dozens of lesser springs 
would be permanently inundated 
and their beauty forever de- 
stroyed. 

The Current river valley is one 
of nature’s gems. The river it- 
self and the dozens of springs 
along its shores are a potential 
playground for millions of vaca- 
tion-minded Americans. The 
changing coloration of the water 
as it flows southward is a never- 
to-be-forgotten panorama. Light 
greens, dark greens, vivid blues, 
white water—all crystal clear— 
are to be found along the high 
bluffs, the wooded sloping shores, 
and the shallows, as the river 
wends its way through the rugged 
and scenic Ozark country.

THE CLAIM: On a one-day trip between Alexandria and Monroe, La., a fire 
man claims an extra day’s pay as a brakeman, in addition to the day’s pay he 
received as a fireman, on the ground that he was required to perform service as a 
brakeman in addition to his service as fireman on the trip. 


THE FACTS: The head-end brakeman on this freight train northbound from 


Alexandria, La., to Monroe, La., received a slight injury as he was walking past the | 


locomotive to open 2 switch for his train to enter a side track at Howcott, La. 
Because of the injury to the brakeman, the fireman of the train opened and closed 
the side track switches and a switch at Monroe yard so the train could get into the 
train yard. 


The case in itself is inconsequential from the standpoint of paying this fire- 
man one day's pay in addition to the pay he received as a fireman, but it attempts 
to est?’slish the principle that nobody but a brakeman can open and close a switch. 
There is no contract between the railroad and its employes giving brakemen the 
sole right to throw switches, and to enter into “es a contract would require the 
railroad to employ hundreds of additiona] men,’ because hundreds of employes 
other than brakemen. now and always have opened and closed switches every day 
on the Missouri Pacific. 


* * *« 


THE CLAIM: The engineer and fireman of a road freight train at Hoisington, 
Kansas, already under pay, claim an additional day’s pay for removing trom their 
train a car which became unsafe to continue on its journey. It is contended that a 
switch engine crew should have been used to do this work. There are 42 of these 
claims and the number would become thousands if this claim was agreed to. 


THE FACTS: Che treight train had gotten under way when the conductor made 
an emergency application of the air brakes which damaged one of the cars to the 
extent it could not continue its trip. The engineer and fireman on the train claim 
an additional day's pay for placing this car on another track so they could proceed 
with their train, claiming this was the proper job for a switch engine crew. 


The final satety inspection of a road freight train is made after the cars are 
assembled and the road engine coupled to the balance of the train. Until] that is 
done, air brakes can not be tested, and it is frequently necessary to remove a car 
thereafter because the brakes do not meet Federal Safety requirements. The: - is no 
contract between the railroad and its employes which confers upon switch -rews 
the special or sole right to set out bad order cars. 


To make che matter more ridiculous, there are many claims like this one 
where not only did the road crew claim an additiona) day’s pay, but some switch 
crews not even working at the time have claimed a day’s pay. 


* * * 


THE CLAIM: There are approximately thirteen claims by brakemen for a day's 
pay for not being called to act as brakemen on a piece of test apparatus which 
travels on the railroad for the purpose of detecting defects in the rail. 


THE FACTS: The device is a piece of technica] equipment owned by the 
Sperry Rail Service Company and used to detect flaws in rails. It is filled with in- 
tricate apparatus operated by technicians employed by the Sperry Company. 
Because the equipment is not removable from the tracks, it operates under train 
orders for satety reasons, the crew consisting of a conductor and engineer because 
of an existing agreement ‘between the railroad and the Order of Railway Con- 
dv-tors and the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. This device handles no 
cars. ~herefore there is no switching to be performed by a brakeman and there is no 


cont.ect calling for the employment of a brakeman with this device. Nevertheless © 


two biakemen claim a day’s pay each day the device has been or will be operated 
in the future. 


THE CLAIMS: There are approximately twelve claims by brakemen for a day's 
pay each because they were not used as members of the crew of weed burners. 


THE FACTS: Weed burners are small four-wheel cars similar to those used 
by section hands, but equipped with flame throwing devices for burning vegeta- 
tion. A conductor is used because a weed burner is operated under the protection 
of a train order. While there are only twelve claims in this dispute, the settlement 
as demanded, would require a day’s pay for each of two brakemen each day a weed 
burner is operated. Weed burners are operated daily for about ‘250 days each year 
over 7,200 miles of railroad. There is no contract with the brakemen giving them 
the right to be employed for this unnecessary service. 


. . * 


THE CLAIM: A fireman claims an additional day’s pay for watching an engine 
at Coffeyville, Kansas. 


THE FACTS: The train arrived at Coffeyville and the rule required the fireman 
to remain on duty until] relieved. The agreement with the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen and Engineers provides that the fireman will be paid on a continuing 
time basis unti] relieved from service at the end of the trip. The fireman was paid 
accordingly but claims that because the employe, called a “hostler,” who was to 
take the engine to the roundhouse was ten minutes late relieving him, that he 
thereupon began a new day’s work and should be paid an additional minimum 
day of 100 miles. 


* * * 


THE CLAIM: There are many cases in which the entire train crew of five or 
six men claim an additional day’s pay for the train service necessary to haut and 
unload ballast, ties or other railroad repair material, although the crew at the time 
was under pay as a through or local train crew. 


THE FACTS: Since the Missouri Pacific first began to operate a hundred years 
ago, materia] such as ties, ballast, track materials and similar company owned 
materials has been hauled to its point of unloading in through or local freight 
trains and there unloaded by other employes. For the service performed in hauling 
this materia] in their trains a special agreement provides the crew shall be paid the 
highest rate of pay for any freight train operated on the railroad. But the employes 
now say you must also pay us an additional day’s pay at the highest rate—or they 
say you can use another crew for this work if you don’t want to pay us an addi- 
tional day’s pay. There is not even the question of interpreting the present agree- 
ment in this claim. It is just a repudiation of the agreement they have. 


* * * 


THE CLAIM: An engineer and fireman claim an additional day’s pay for spot- 
ting their locomotive at the coal-water station at Crane, Mo., Crane being a 
terminal. ; 


THE FACTS: Ata terminal, if it is necessary to move a locomotive to a coal or 
water facility, a man called “hostler” is employed for that purpose. But at Crane 
the coal and water supply is located adjacent to’the main track and the train may 
be stopped and supplied without further moving of the locomotive. The claimant 
engineer and fireman said they did a “hostler’s” work and claim an extra day’s pay 
because they stopped the train at the point where the coal and water supply was 
located. 


* * * 


THE CLAIMS: Claim for a day's pay in addition to the pay he was already re- 
ceiving as a “hostler” because he opened a “blow-off cock” to wash the sediment

out of a locomotive boiler. The claimant and many other hostlers have similar 
claims for the period starting December 3, 1943, to date. 


THE FACTS: A “hostler” is an employe whose duties include preparing loco- 
motives for service. After the fire under the boiler has gotten the steam pressure 
high enough to move the locomotive, the “hostler” gets into the cab and moves 
the locomotive out of the roundhouse to a certain place and there, without moving 
from his seat, pulls a levér which opens a valve called a blow-off cock and lets 
some of the water from the bottom part of the boiler blow out into a drain. This 
operation is to get rid of the sediment which collects in the bottom of the boiler 
and takes only a few seconds. The hostler in question, already under pay, claimed 
that the opening of this valve was not a part of his job and demanded an additional 
day’s pay. There is no agreement between the railroad and its employes that 
operating this valve is the exclusive work of any particular employe. As a mattet 
of fact, the road engineer or fireman frequently does this to keep the sediment 
out of the boiler while on the road trip. 


* * * 
THE CLAIMS Use of negro porters on passenger trains to perform work which 


it is Claimed belongs to white trainmen, including opening and closing switches to 
head trains into and out of side tracks, give signals to other employes, help switch 


_ passenger cars, etc. The claim here, in reality, is for one day’s pay for some brake- 


man who performed no service and was not even on the train for each day a train 
porter was employed on a passenger train on the Missouri Pacific for the seven 
years since May 28, 1942, and hereafter for every day a negro porter is employed 
and performs the work herein described. 


THE FACTS: Negro train porters have had the same rights as white trainmen 
from the time the railroad was built insofar as performing the work of opening 
and closing switches, etc., as listed in the claim. This is not only a historic right, 
but a right that was recognized by the Government through United States Rail- 
road Administration orders when it turned the railroad back to the owners in 
1920. The right accorded these employes has been challenged as a national propo- 
sition, not just on the Missouri Pacific. The trainmen do not say we must fire the 
negro porter but, in effect, say, “You must not permit a porter to do this work 
but you must employ another white brakeman on each train to perform it and we 
don’t care what you do with the porter.” The railroad has a contract with the 
porters pursuant to which they perform this work. 

To concede this claim would require the employment of an additional brake- 
man on each passenger train on the railroad. Not only so, but it would result in 
serious controversy with the porters, who assert that by their contract and by 
custom they are entitled to continue to perform this work. 


* * * 


THE CLAIM: An engineer and fireman, each available fireman on the extra 
board at the district terminal and two senior furloughed firemen, all claim an 
additional day’s pay each time an engineer and fireman in road service take fuel 
or water on the locomotive, when there was sufficient fuel and water on the loco- 
motive to reach the terminal of their trip. 


THE FACTS: Fuel and water stations have been located at different points on 
the railroad for the protection of train service and to expedite the movement of 
freight trains through terminals, and thus facilitate their movement over the sys- 
tem. Historically it has been part of the duties of the positions of engineer and 
fireman to take fuel and water on the locomotives in their charge. The National 
Railroad Adjustment Board and two Presidential Emergency Boards on this rail- 
road have held that the location and relocation of these fuel and water facilities 
are within the prerogatives of the management and that such action on the part of 
the management is not in violation of any contfact provisions. There is, therefore, 
no basis for any part of any of the claims submitted on behalf of the employes. 


The above ten claims alone and the principles involved, if conceded, would cost the Railroad several million dollars.

Can Really Get Rough. 


When the world’s exchange 
rates shake down into a fairly sta- 
ble pattern again—perhaps before 
the first of the year—the fight for 
world trade can really get rough. 

Then American business men 
will see by just how much the 
British, French, Belgium and 
Dutch can undersell us — and, 
equally important just how their 
products and services compare 
with ours. Some contend that 
even currency juggling can’t give 
Europeans an edge over Ameri- 
cans in making, delivering and 
selling goods. 

However, there seems little 
doubt that European price cut- 
ting, through devaluation, was 
aimed quite as much at a fight 
for world markets as at the more 
immediate object of easing the 
dollar shortage by selling more 
foreign goods in the United States, 

Right now Europeans are busily 
figuring at just what price level 
they can expect to get the great- 
est gains in world markets. Un- 
fortunately, their gains may be in 
large measure our loss. 

Before the pound _ tumbled, 
American finished goods reached 
South America with a price ad- 
vantage of 10 to 20 per cent over 
European goods, thanks in large 
part to superior American produc- 
tion methods. But South Ameri- 
cans were shy of dollars and 
turned to barter deals with Eu- 
rope. With devaluation, European 
goods today have a theoretical 
price edge over ours of 10 to 20 
per cent.

Whose Water System? 


The City of St. Louis is like a man with unpaid 
bills in his right pocket and more than enough 
money in the left to pay them. The general 
fund is struggling with a $3,000,000 deficit, while 
the water system is debt-free and has a $14,000,- 
000 surplus. Accordingly, a Board of Freehold- 
ers committee has tentatively accepted a plan to 
pay the deficit out of the water surplus. 

General and water funds are properly kept 
separate, but the water system has long been in 
debt to the general fund. Up to 1903, the city 
put tax revenues into the water system. The 
Allison report of 1914 fixes this investment at 
$11,675,324. 

Thus, there is no fair objection to paying off 
the deficit—once it is known how large the 
water surplus really is. The $14,000,000 figure 
apparently includes large amounts of deprecia- 
tion. To the extent that it does, the money 
will be needed for replacements as plants and 
distribution lines wear out. The proposed 
transfer of funds should wait until a complete 
accounting shows the real size of the surplus. 

Unfortunately, the proposal before the Free- 
holders does not stop with honoring the valid 
present claim of the general fund. It would also 
turn all future water system surpluses into the 
general fund. These surpluses are currently 
running about $1,500,000 a year. And at this 
point the plan raises very weighty objections. 

It is unfair and dangerous to make a municipal 
utility subsidize other activities of government 
in this manner. Taxpayers and water consumers 
are much the same people, it is true, but the 
burdens of taxes and water bills are distributed 
differently among individual citizens. !n cities 
where utility profits have been siphoned into the 
general fund, the intent and effect has often 
been to shift some of the burden of government 
costs from large taxpayers to small electric and 
water consumers. 

A city government that takes the utility profits 
is levying a hidden tax and spending money it 
has not openly raised. This situation is always 
an invitation to waste. 

Once the city treasury gained the controlling 
interest in the water profits, the system and its 
rates could not be kept out of partisan combat. 
Mayors and Aldermen would be constantly 
tempted to let the system slide downhill so as to 
maintain a temporary illusion of economical 
government. It was the combination of poor 
service, run-down plants and cheap politics that 
made voters in many cities leap at the chance 
to sell out their municipal utilities to the corrupt 
holding company empires of the 1920s. 

The city has a valid right to draw out its $11.,- 
675,324 equity—or to leave some or all of it in 
and draw a fixed annual dividend of 5 or 6 per 
cent. The city should also tax its water system 
at the same rates that it taxes private utilities. 
But these things are very different from siphon- 
ing off all the profits. 

The water system is the one major municipal 
business enterprise in St. Louis. The flan be- 
fore the Freeholders is a most unbusinesslike 
way to run it. 

As a happier alternative, they could explore 


the idea of setting up a Water Board; making it 


as nearly as possible immune to City Hall inter- 
ference; empowering it to operate on its own 
revenues and credit; directing it to use business- 
like methods; prescribing that its receipts shall 
be used to meet operating expenses, then debt 
service, tax equivalents and return on the gen- 
eral fund’s investment in the water system—and 
that any profits left over shall be used to retire 
debt before maturity, to improve the system or 
to reduce rates.

President Truman does not need to wait for 
the ink to dry on one bill before he signs it. 
This is the legislation to increase the pay of 
personnel, both enlisted and officer, in the 
armed services.

That is none too soon for this is the first 
general pay increase for the armed services in 
40 years, In that time industrial workers have 
had many wage increases.

The new schedule does not pay an outstanding 
officer what he is worth to the country in its 
vital defense plans and preparations, but it at 
least gives him some recognition. Put the armed 
services pay increase bill down on the. credit 
side of the new Congress.

It 
steadies our nerves to come across “Gambrinus 
and His Keg,” and thus to know that some good 
things on earth are as fixed as the stars. 
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Barred by Beliefs 


Dr. Glen Shortliffe, a Canadian teacher se- 
lected for the Washington University faculty, 
has been “temporarily” excluded from the United 
States. This ruling was handed down last June 
by the Immigration and Naturalization Service, 
but it has not yet been lifted. Nor has a proper 
explanation been given to Dr. Shortliffe, the 
university authorities, or anybody else. 

As the matter stands, it smacks strongly of an 
arbitrary violation of democratic liberties and 
academic freedom. It also represents an eco- 
nomic hardship for Prof. Shortliffe, whom 


Chancellor Compton calls ‘“‘an excellent teacher,, 


a promising scholar and a man of the finest 
qualifications of citizenship and character.” 

Prof. Shortliffe did once or twice violate 
minor border regulations. But this does not 
justify the discrimination. The bar seems based 
rather on the fact that he is a member of the 
Canadian Commonwealth Federation party and 
that he has been fairly active in support of its 
candidates. Ideologically, this group stands, 
roughly, between the New Deal and the British 
Labor party. It is absolutely democratic, and 
never has given the slightest assent to subver- 
sive ideas. When questioned by American Vice 
Consul Albert Stoffel at Toronto, Prof. Short- 
liffe described himself as “a liberal Socialist.” 
He readily took an oath that he did not believe 
in the overthrow of government by force. 

If Washington University has been deprived of 
Prof. Shortliffe’s services because of his politi- 
cal beliefs, there has been a high-handed exer- 
cise of power in flat contradiction of the Ameri- 
can Bill of Rights. That’s what gives this case 
importance in a wider sphere than the academic 
community. And that is why it is to be regretted 
that the university did not call attention to it 
months ago. In affairs like these, the side of 
freedom should have the widest possible public 
support. 

While a teacher has been employed to fill the 
place which Prof. Shortliffe was prevented from 
filling, it is to be hoped that the university will 
keep another appointment open to him. Then 
an issue should be made of it because it suggests 
the smearing, red-baiting, liberal-hating attitude 
cultivated in the name of security, which can 
destroy liberty just as surely as bombs can.

The Associated Press reports that a British 
dentist has been “fired” for criticizing ““Govern- 
ment” teeth. No doubt, the item will be picked 
up as ammunition by the adversaries of govern- 
mental health insurance in the United States. 
If. so, it should be discounted as an oddity. 
Against it should be set the achievements of the 
British health insurance system. These have 
been told in The Practitioner, a British profes- 
sional journal, and summarized by The 
Economist: 

In view of the hostility of a large section 
of the medical and dental professions before 
the service was introduced, it is surprising 
that the opinions expressed by the practi- 
tioners are, on the whole, not unfriendly. 
Very occasionally, political bias peeps out; 
but criticism is in the main constructive, 
and there seems a general desire to make 
the best of a service that, in one way or an- 
other, has obviously come to stay. 


How wonderful it would be, if more American 
doctors would study the British experiment for 
useful lessons, instead of searching it only for 
horrible examples. 
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Is the Lie Detector Good or Bad? 


Leonarde Keeler’s death last week gave Ameri- 
cans another occasion to ask themselves whether 
the lie detector, which he developed for 26 years, 
is a worthwhile tool of crime detection or a 
threat to civil liberties. 

The answer seems to be that as an instrument 
of prosecution the lie detector—or polygraph, as 
it is called—is dangerous, while it can be safe 
and useful as an instrument of detection. 

Most states have recognized the distinction by 
refusing to accept polygraph records as evidence 
in court. Only three Eastern states admit the 
lie detector as a witness. The individual’s rights 
should be safeguarded also by stipulations that 
no one shall be tested on the polygraph unless he 
is willing; and that, if he refuses, his refusal 
shall not be used against him in any way, as by 
reporting it to a jury. 

As a means of detecting crime the lie detector 
is in its most useful role. It has done some 
things no other tool of the criminologist will do 
—as, for instance, determining from a large area 
where a murderer has hidden his victim’s body. 
A large detective agency which had been run- 
ning up against a blank wall in half its cases 
reported that the polygraph solved 99 per cent 
of these formerly unsolved mysteries. 

The polygraph is most useful when it pro- 
duces a confession by convincing the guilty sus- 
pect that the jig is up. The Chicago Police De- 
tection Laboratory reported that three-fourths of 
the persons who registered deception on the 
polygraph confessed on the spot or later. While 
too much should not be claimed for this ma- 
chine, its carefully limited use can be an inof- 
fensive help in the detection and thus in the re- 
duction of crime.

An Unwarranted Offense 

It is questionable whether a majority of Pub- 
lic Service Co. riders like bus radio now that the 
novelty has worn off and the day-after-day 
grind has set in. But the repeated assertion 
that most people are well pleased with it, even 
if it could be verified, is still beside the point. 

The point has always been: Does radio in a 
bus constitute an unwarranted offense to those 
passengers who dislike or resent it? 

One of the clearest clues to. the answer is to be 
found in the law and public attitude about smok- 
ing in busses. A fair number of people would 
like to smoke. A larger number would not ob- 
ject if they did. Yet many passengers remain 
who are opposed to smoking, and the Board of 
Aldermen protects their rights by making smok- 
ing a misdemeanor punishable with a fine. 

Bus smoking and bus radio are alike in essen- 
tial respects. Both affect the human senses. 
Smoke in the air bothers some people’s eyes and 
noses and throats. The sound of radio gets in 
people’s ears and it obviously bothers a good 
many people's nerves, for they have said so, 
And, like it of not, riders in the vehicle are 
helpless to avoid smelling smoke or hearing the

An Interview With Emanuel Celler, Chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee, in U. S. News & World Report 


What are the main points so far of your 
subcommittee’s hearing on monopoly pow- 
er, Mr. Celler? 

We are trying to give a new answer to 
an old problem—the problem of concentra- 
tion. The monopoly problem is as acute 
and still as unsolved as it was when the 
Sherman Act was promulgated in 1890. The 
Sherman Act has been called our “charter 
of economic freedom,” but the Sherman 
Act doesn’t exactly 
square with current 
realitic- 

Do you feel the 
Bhé.u. «: geiw bé@e 
been a constructive 
thing for our eco- 
nomic system? 

I think it has. I 
don’t think we have 
had enough enforce- 
ment. In the last two , 
decades we have had 
more enforcement, 
but, despite this, we 
have a great amount 
of concentration go- 
ing on because of the 
loopholes in the Sherman and Clayton Acts. 

There is a growing tendency for a Big 
Three or a Big Four to dominate an indus- 
try and throttle competition. Too many 
small firms are selling out to big ones. 
Both risk and loan capital appear to be 
too much concentrated. Taxation and pro- 
curement policies are often loaded against 
the small business man. 

Where you have these companies that 
are large, there may be a semblance of 
competition, but actually there is very lit- 
tle, because the Big Three or Big Four or 
Five or Six don’t have to meet in a smoke- 
filled room to fix prices and production. 
One sets a prjce and the others follow. 

Smothering of competition is not the only 
evil. If these Big Threes or Big Fours get 
larger and larger, I think it spells doom 
for the nation. Freedom to enter many lines 
is already foreclosed. 

There are two main reasons why I am 
concerned with the concentration of eco- 
nomic power. Concentration of business 
unavoidably leads to some kind of socialism. 


The second main reason for anti-trust 
laws is that we believe the competitive sys- 
tem is more efficient than monopolies. In 
the words of a great justice—Judge Learned 
Hand—“many people believe that the pos- 
session of unchallenged economic power 
deadens initiative, discourages thrift, de- 
presses energy; that immunity from com- 
petition is a narcotic, and that rivalry is a 
stimulant to industrial progress.” 

Bigness, if unchecked, comes to a point 
where initiative becomes deadened—it gets 
too heavy handed.. Even with manage- 
ment, no man can know what is happen- 
ing in a huge entity which employs thou- 
sands and thousands of people—he can’t 
control the situation. 

Is that true in the case of the Govern- 
ment, too? 

Yes. There is no question about it. That’s 
one of the difficulties, 

And labor unions? 

Yes, I think bigness in business brings 
bigness in labor unions. Big business and 
big labor unions bring big Government, 
too. I wonder how far we can go with 
all this bigness. 

Isn't the trend always in one direction, 
though? 

That's unfortunate. But maybe we can 
put up a road block to stop the trend. 
That's what we are getting after. It’s a 
very difficult job. It can’t be done in a 
day or a week. For example, I succeeded 
in getting the House to pass the so-called 
Celler Antimonopoly bill which prevents 
mergers by acquisition of assets. My bill 
should soon pass the Senate. 

Then we will tackle the question of pen-

tions that have been grafted on the anti- 
trust laws, like the Webb-Pomerene Act, 
which permits exporters to band together 
and fix prices for goods that are sold 
abroad. We have evidence to indicate that 
that act is used as a facade to hide anti- 
trust violation. We will tackle the Reed- 
Bulwinkle Act next. I think we will be suc- 
cessful with that. 

What's the major thing wrong, as you 
sce it, with the Reed-Bulwinkle Act? 


I think it has to be re-examined. De- 
spite the semblance of control by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, there are 
thousands of rate structures that are of- 
fered to the ICC yearly and they can’t hope 
to tackle them—they just reach protested 
rates, so that, to all intents and purposes, 
the railroads are given carte blanche to vio- 
late the anti-trust laws. I am disurbed, 
too, over the private judicial hierarchy in 
the carrier industry which the act virtually 
sanctions. : 

Couldn't any large company demonstrate 
that it is efficient, in the sense that it is 
capable of producing at a lower cost than 
the smaller one? 


I don’t think so, as a rule, but there 
may be exceptions. If a big concern can 
demonstrate that there will be a material 
lessening of efficiency in splitting it up, 
then we have to let it exist. Then, under 
those circumstances, we may have to look 
upon it as a public utility. 

I do not like to see any more regulated 
utilities than necessary, so whenever it is 
possible to restore free competition by 
breaking up the concerns that have grown 
too powerful, that is what I would like to 
see done. 

How do you reconcile the incentive to 
grow with this “deadening influence” of 
which you speak? 

We aren’t going to say to every little 
man, “You can’t get bigger.” Of course 
not. But when it gets to be a big monopoly, 
it should have some of its power stifled, 
so that the initiative of the little fellow 
can blossom and fructify. 

If you split these companies, do you 
think the cost of production and prices 
would rise? 

Some industries appear to show smaller 
cost in middle-size concerns, according to 
the evidence. These are the best ones to 
be limited in size of operation and main- 
tained in free competition. Others may 
be found to require monopoly in size—like 
the railroads and telephone and TVA—in 
order to be efficient, and they are apt to 
end up as utilities regulated by the Govern- 
ment, 

I deprecate the idea that efficiency and 
lower prices only come with bigness. We 
know that in many lines the middle-sized 


- concerns are either more efficient than the 


big ones, or else there is no difference. 


Would you favor any limitations as to 
the use of large sums of capital by com- 
panies engaged in one industry which in 
vests in an entirely unrelated industry? 


Yes. In the case of a large concern 
which makes money in one line and invests 
in a new venture, it takes the development 
losses off as tax liabilities, thus getting a 
38 per cent subsidy from the Treasury. An 
independent must raise capital to cover 100 
per cent of its losses during the develop- 
ment. I would favor giving the independ- 


ent at least an equal chance. One way”

CONTROLLING FACTORS IN ECONOMIC DEVELOP. 
MENT, by Harold G. Moulton. (The Brookings In- 
stitution, Washington, D. C. 397 pgs.) 

Dr. Moulton is rather widely known as 
president of the above institution and for 
his clear and critical analyses of economic 
conditions in this country, which have 
been released from time to time. This 
book is in the nature of a synthesis of the 
economic studies in which the author has 
participated during the last 30 years. - It 
is concerned equally with factors which 
impede and restrict, and those which gen- 
erate and promote economic advancement. 
In general, scant attention has been given 
in the past to these dynamic matters, and 
the vast possibilities for economic devel- 
opment in this country. It is the purpose 
of the author to elucidate these matters 
for the lay reader. 


The book is divided into two parts. Part 
I looks backward and undertakes to ap- 
praise the forces and factors which ac- 
counted for the extraordinary economic 
progress of the nineteenth century and the 
early part of this century, and also the 
sources Of maladjustment which restrained 
the rate of advancement. Part II looks 
forward. It indicates the economic poten- 
tialities of the century ahead and outlines 
policies essential to realization. 

Dr. Moulton says, in substance, that de- 
pressions cannot be wholly prevented in a 
free society but that with the accumulated 
knowledge of economic maladjustments that 
we now have we should be able to detect 
the trends toward a depressed economy 
much earlier than in former years. Being 
forewarned we should be able to modify 
the severity and the duration of hard times. 
Industry can do its part, he believes, toward 
giving the economy a strong recuperative 
power by keeping prices as low as possible

A Deeper Stalemate? 


Even if we assume, as probably

No one can now contemplate be- 
ing the first to use the atomic 
bomb. If the United States used 
the bombs against Russia, the 
Russians would retaliate against 
Europe. If the Russians used 
them against Europe, the United 
States would retaliate against the 
Soviet Union. Neither could expect 
to win a decision and both would 
suffer frightful injuries—the Rus- 
sians in their own country, we in 
the countries we have promised 
to guarantee and to protect. : 

While the American monopoly 
existed, the balance of power 
rested on the fact that the United 
States was itself invulnerable and 
yet could strike devastating blows 
-~—-whereas the Russians had an 
army which could overrun Europe 


The United States is still essen- 
tially invulnerable. It can still 
strike devastating blows. The 
Russian Army is still a mighty 
force. But now the Russian home- 
land is less vulnerable to the 
American blows. It is now more 
secure because the Russians have 
acquired the power to take re- 
prisals in Europe. 

This alteration in the balance 
of power will change the attitude 
of the nations, including the So- 
viet Union and of the United 
States. There is no reason to 
think that the Soviet Government 
is more likely now than it was 
before to precipitate a world war.

For 
the nations which have become 
more vulnerable, foremost among 
them Germany because it is at 
the center of the conflict, are al- 
most certain to insist on, and to 
adopt on their own initiative, an 
attitude less irreconcilable.

ing, 10,000 electric-magnets and 
50,000 solid silver electrical con- 
tacts. Approximately 250 crafts- 
men worked on its construction 
over a three-year period. 


The instrument is in two parts 
—the grand organ, which is be- 
hind the altar, and a processional 
organ, located in the gallery at 
the rear of the church. 

A large wind turbine in the 
Cathedral basement provides 15,000 
cubic feet of air per minute for 
operation of the grand organ.

A piece of fir timber 30 by 30 
inches thick and 40% feet long, 
one of the largest ever seen in 
this area, was on display today at 
the yards of the Aalco Wrecking 
& Supply Co., 1329 Chouteau ave- 
nue. 
It was bought by the Aalco Co. 
from the Corps of Engineers, 
which obtained it in 1942 for use 
as a dredge “spud,” or vertical 
beam used to anchor dredge boats 
in the river. It was declared sur- 
plus after the dredge St. Paul, for 
which it was manufactured, went 
out of use. It was too large for 
other dredges operating out of the 
Engineer Service Base at the foot 
of Arsenal street. 

The beam contains 3037 board 
feet and weighs 9000 pounds. It 
was delivered to the engineer base 
here by a Washington state timber 
firm. Harry Hochman, head of the 
Aalco company which paid $182.40 
for the beam, said the piece will 
be cut into smaller sizes after it 
has been on display for a while.

CANASTA—the feature from which the Argentine Rummy 

game gets its name—consists of seven cards of identical 

rank, such as seven queens or seven sixes, etc, A Canasta, 
if built by the aid of wild cards, deuces or jokers, and called 
m Mixed Canasta, is so identified when the cards of it are 
closed into a pile by having a black card on top. A Perfect 
Canasta, composed entirely of seven real cards of identical 
rank, is distinguished by having a red card on top. Such ea 
Canasta, closed as if in a basket, is left on the table beside the 
other melds by the side.

The 
partner’s answer will be dependent on the possibility of com- 
pleting another Canasta, his own unfavorable holding, or the 
ppponents’ score. 

Toward the end of the hand, when the stock is down to one 
tard, the game keeps on until play is automatically stopped. At 
this point, when there is no stock, but only the discard pile, it 
is compulsory to take the top card if it can be melded on the 
table, In this way, players are often forced to complete their 
opponents’ Canastas. If the pack is now stymied and no one 
has called, the bonuses and point scores are counted, deducting 
the minuses as usual, and neither side gets the 100 points for 


calling. 
oS 
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IF A PLAYER HAS made an error in his original count 
and the next player draws from the stock or discard pile before 
the error is discovered, it is automatically condoned; the side 
making the error is not forced to discard the exposed cards, 
but the offending side must always have the necessary points 
to continue melding. The partner of the offender'can never 
use the exposed cards to complete the original count. When 
a player makes his first meld, it is suggested that the oppon- 
ents should verify the original count, particularly the lefthand 
opponent, before drawing. It should be borne in mind by them 
that an error in the original count is condoned by the draw. 

A “concealed hand” is a completely matched hand. It must, 
however, contain a Canasta and be melded all at one time. It is 
mot necessary to have any specific count. It may be played 
after the partner has melded. 

In actual play, a Canasta is usually built up gradually, with 
some cards of it melded first and then others added on, by 
either the same player or his partner, until the total is seven. 

There must be a discard after every draw, except in one 
situation—when calling to meld out. At that time a player may 
discard or not according to whichever suits his hand and his 
opportunities. 

If a black trey or a wild card is discarded at any time, 
it becomes what is called a “stop card,” making it impossible 
for the next player to take the discard pile. 

If a joker or deuce is discarded, the discard pile becomes 
“frozen” and remains so, with nobody permitted to use it until 
some following player in his turn is able to meld a natural 
pair matching the next upcard; at this stage, with the pile 
frozen, the upcard may not be used to add to melds on the 
table. 
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WHEN ONE OF THE players reaches the stage at which 
he has only one card in his hand and there is only one card in 
the discard pile, that single card may not be taken to go out on 
the board. 

All of the foregoing laws and regulations apply to the 
forms of the game for other numbers of players than four, 
except for slight variations. When there are only two players, 
mw hand is of thirteen cards instead of eleven. The same number, 
thirteen, is dealt to each in a three-handed game, three scores 
being kept; high score wins his overage from both the others, 
and middle score wins from bottom score, When there are six 
players, eleven cards are dealt each player, with two opposing 
teams of three players each. All melds for a side should be in 
front of one of the three partners. 

It is well, in a Canasta game with any number of players, 


to have score pads of the type specially developed for the == 


game. These are ruled into vertical columns, one for each 
contesting entry whether individual or pair, and then ruled 
horizontally in a way different from the score sheets for any 
other game. There is a dark, or perhaps red, horizontal line 
to separate deals. Below it come two lighter horizontal lines. 
That therefore allows for three horizontal spaces for each side 
fin connection with the play of a deal. The first is for the 
cumulative score to that stage, the space below it is for the 
“basic score” on that deal, from Canastas alone, and the bottom 
ef the three is for the additional scores on the play from all 
other sources. Then immediately below the next heavy or red 
line the new cumulative figure is recorded. So it goes until one 
gide or the other has won a standard game of 5000 points—or 
ef whatever length is agreed upon. A standard game usually 
requires anywhere from 20 to 40 minutes, ordinarily a bit more 
than a half hour.

CHAPTER FOUR OF BILLIE 
BURKE’S LIFE STORY. 


HEN Mother and I arrived 
W in New York that hot August 

1907, I was taken at once by 
Ethel Barrymore, as I have told, 
to meet John Drew, and then re- 
hearsals for My Wife began 
immediately. 

At. our first session, I turned 
to Mr. Drew and said, “Is that 
the way you want me to make 
my entrance?” 

“My dear child, do it any way 
you like,” Uncle Jack drawled. 
He was a little astonished, and so 
was I. In London, my every ac- 
tion and gesture had been guided 
by Hawtrey. I was amazed to dis- 
cover that the great John Drew 
was actually taking directions, 
and very patiently, from a man 
I had never heard of, Willie Sey- 
mour, who seemed to know all 
about the theater. 

Frohman perched in the orches- 
tra pit, behind the conductor's 
stand. He was hiding behind it, 
really, because he wished the cast 
to forget he was there. He would 
sit there with his fingers inter- 
laced across his middle like a 
kewpie, peeping up at the actors. 
When we looked his way he would 
busy himself with the music rack, 
running his fingers around the 
edges, absorbed by its design— 
anything to creat the illusion that 
the play was going on without 
his attention. But he was di- 
recting it. He spoke in. quiet 
asides to Seymour. Or he would 
nod to a player and make his 
ideas known after a scene, in 
private. 

He was never specific, and yet, 
somehow, you understood precisely 
what he wanted.

He would punctuate these in- 
structions with wags of his head 
or jabs of his forefinger and you 
would go back on stage knowing 
what he wanted. But he was a 
martinet. He demanded long 
hours of rehearsal, work all day 
and every evening, and he drove 
himself, rehearsing as I have said, 
four or five plays at the same 
time. 

I was coached by another mar- 
tinet, my mother. As always, she 
went over my lines with me at 
home. She gave me my “read- 
ings,” showed me the nuances of 
inflection she thought proper, 
never of course interfering with 
the interpretation of the director 
but insisting that I be letter-per- 
fect. Indeed, she taught me so 
imperiously, tossing the _ script 
back to me in disdain when I fal- 
tered, that I virtually knew my 
lines for every play upside down 
and sideways. I had little trouble 
memorizing, having had to do it 
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since I was a child. 

It would be both modest and 
more dramatic to report that my 
debut in New York was rmervous 
and exciting and that improbable 
things happened. But Uncle Jack 
Drew regarded one more opening 
night as lightly as he looked on 
running over to the Players for a 
game of billiards, and his savoir- 
faire infected me, and all the cast. 

He threw me absurd asides all 
through that first performance.

HAD dimples in my elbows and 

John Drew was amused by them. 

He would put his hands under 
my elbows and fumble around, 
trying to locate them, Between 
our declarations of love he would 
mutter to me: “Gad! Where are 
they?” 

I would whisper: “Higher!” 

“Gad! They’re gone!” Uncle 
Jack would complain. 

At the end of the scene I would 
have bitten half through my 
cheeks to keep from laughing out 
loud. 

I had a little way of getting 
even with him, although Uncle 
Jack was imperturbable on stage 
and could not be thrown by the 
most unlikely ad-libs.

Soften two cakes yeast in one- 
half cup warm water. Pour two 
cups scalded milk over one cup 
rolled oats, one-half cup sugar, 
one tablespoon salt and one cup 
dried currants and let cool to 
lukewarm. Add the yeast, two 
beaten eggs, and two and one- 
half cups of sifted all-purpose 
flour and beat well. Add one- 
fourth cup melted shortening and 
most of the remaining four and 
three-fourths cups sifted all-pur- 
pose flour and mix. Turn out on 
a bread board and knead for 
twelve minutes using as much of 
the remaining flour as needed to 
make a smooth and elastic ball. 
Place in a greased bowl, cover 


and let rise in a warm place, free 


from drafts, until double in bulk 
(about one hour). Punch down, 
turn over and let rise again until 
double in bulk. Turn out on board, 
divide into three portions. Roll 
each portion into a rectangle about 
7 by 16 inches. Combine one-half 
cup sugar and two tablespoons 
cinnamon and sprinkle over the 
dough. Roll up as for jelly roll, 
seal edges and place with sealed 
side down in greased 4% by 8&inch 
bread pans. Cover and let rise un- 
til double in bulk. Bake at 350 
degrees F. for 40 to 50 minutes or 
until bread is done. Cool. Ice 
with confectioners’ icing if de- 
sired. Three loaves.

CHAPTER 4. 

INCE the bdsic cause of 

man’s anxiety is the possibil- 

ity of being either a saint or a 
sinner, it follows that there are 
only two alternatives for him. Man 
can either mount upward to the 
peak of eternity or else slip back- 
ward to the chasms of despair 
and frustration. Yet there are 
many who think there is yet an- 
other alternative, namely, that of 
indifference. They think that, just 
as bears hibernate for a season in 
a state of suspended animation, 
so they, too, can sleep through life 
without choosing to live for God 
or against Him. But hibernation 
is no escape; winter ends, and 
one is then forced to make a de- 
cision-—indeed, the very choice of 
indifference itself is a decision. 
White fences do not remain white 
fences by having nothing done to 
them they soon become black 


* fences. 


Man can choose between an 
earthly love to the exclusion of 
Divine Love, or he can’choose a 
Divine Love which includes a 
healthy, sacramental, earthly love. 
Either he can make the soul sub- 
ject to the body, or he can make 
the body subject to the soul. Con- 
sider first those who resolve their 
anxiety in favor of Godlessness. 
They invariably end by substitut- 
ing one of the false gods for the 
true God of Love. 

This god can be the ego, or self. 
This happens in atheism where 
there is a denial of dependence on 
the true God, or when there is an 
affirmation of. one’s own wish and 
pleasure as the ab#lute law, or 
when freedom is interpreted as the 
right to do what one pleases. 
When such. a false god is adored, 
religion is rejected as a rational- 
ization or an escape, or even as a 
fear to affirm one’s. own self as 
supreme. ; 

‘THEISTS commit the sin of 
A price by which a man pretends 

to be that which he is not, 
namely, a god. Pride is inordinate 
self-love, an exaltation of the con- 
ditional and relative self into an 
absolute. It tries to gratify the 
thirst for the infinite by giving 
to one’s own finitude a preten- 
sion to divinity. 

The false god of the atheist 
can be another person, cherished, 
not as a bearer of human Values, 
but as an object to be devoured 
and used for one’s own pleasure. 
In such a case, the vocabulary of 
religion is invoked to solicit the 
object, such as “adore,” “angel,” 
“worship,” “god” and “goddess.” 
From it is born the sin of lust, 
or the adoration of another per- 
son’s vitality as the end and goal 
of life. 

The unbeliever’s god can be 
things by which he seeks to rem- 
edy his own sense of nothingness. 
Some men seek this compensation 
in wealth, which gives them the 


nakedness of their own souls. 
Such worship of wealth leads to 
tyranny and injustice toward 
others, and thus is born the sin 
of avarice. 
Pride, lust, avarice; the devil, 
flesh and the world; the 
pridé of life, the concupiscence of 


Trinity and from the discovery 
of the goal of life.. Anxiety and 


frustration invariably follow ‘when 


the desires of the heart are cen- 


expected. The expectation is joy- 
ous, the realization is disgust. Out 
of this disappointment are born 
those lesser anxieties which mod- 
ern psychology knows so well; 
but the root of them all is the 
meaninglessness of life due to the 
abandonment of Perfect Life, 
Truth, and Love, which is God. 

The alternative to such anxieties 
consists in letting oneself go, not 
by a surrender of the spirit to the 
world, the flesh, and the Devil, 
but by an act of proper abandon- 
ment, in which the body is dis- 
ciplined and made subject to the 
spirit and the whole personality is 
directed to God. Here the basic 
anxiety of life is transcended in 
three ways, each of which brings 
a peace of soul that only the God- 
loving enjoy: 
desires; (2) by transferring anx- 
iety from body to soul; (3) by 
surrender to the Will of God. 

ee ee 
By controlling desires. An- 
xieties and frustrations are 
® due to uncontrolled desires. 
When a soul does not get what it 
wants, it falls into sadness and 
distress. In other generations 
men’s desires were less numerous 
or elese were controlled; today 
even luxuries are considered neces- 
sities. Disappointment increases 
in direct ratio and proportion to 
our failure to obtain the things 
we believe essential to our enjoy- 
ment. One of the greatest decep- 
tions of today is the belief that 
leisure and money are the two 
essentials of happiness. 

The sad fact of life is that there 
are no more frustrated people on 
the face of the earth than those 
who have nothing to do and those 


who have too much money for /|2 


their own. good. Work never killed 
anybody, but worry has. It is as- 
sumed by many reformers that 
the principal and major cause of 
unhappiness is economic insecur- 
ity, but this theory forgets that 
there are economic problems only 
because men have not solved the 
problems of their own souls. Eco- 
nomic disorder is a symptom of 
spiritual digorder. 

2. The second way man can 
transcend unhealthy anxiety is by 
transferring his concern from the 
body to the soul—by being wisely 
anxious. For there are two kinds 
of anxieties, one about time, the 
other about eternity. Most souls 
are anxious about the very things 
they should not be anxious about. 
Our Divine Lord mentioned at 
least nine things about which we 
should not worry: About having 
our body killed; about what we 


shall say in days of persecution ; 


when we are called on the carpet 
before commissars; about wheth- 
er we should build another barn 
(or another skyscraper); about 
family disputes because we ac- 
cept the faith; about mother-in- 
law troubles; about our meals, 
our drinks, our fashions, our com-

Contract 
Bridge

EAM-of-four matches among 
experts bring out interesting 
variations in styles of bidding.

Obviously, both declarers made 
their slam simply by virtue of 
finding the heart king right. After 
finessing successfully in trumps, 
it was elementary to cash the top 
diamonds, then go to dummy and 
pass the diamond jack, discarding 
a black loser from the closed 
hand. This play established the 
diamond ten, and the contracts 
could be laid down. 

It will have been observed that 
at Table 1, South bid the slam 
almost on his own, relying on the 
fact that his partner had opened 
the bidding and later given de- 
layed support for the heart suit. 

At the other table, South ap- 
plied a little more psychology to 
the situation. He felt that it 
would be worth a great deal to 
hear North’s natural rebid over 
a mere one heart response, and 
when North chose the discourag- 
ing one po-trump, South jumped 
straight to five hearts because Me 
wanted to give North the im- 
pression that South needed a high 
card in hearts exclusively to con- 
tract for the slam. Although this 
was an extremely subtle (and in- 
deed, ambiguous) message, North 
seems to have “gotten the idea.”

20,000 infection-laden droplets into 
the air at a speed of 150 feet per 
second. After a full hour, 4000 
of the 20,000 droplets are still sus- 
pended in the air. 


You can catch a cold from a 
friend or enemy 48 hours before 
the F. or E. knows he’s got a cold. 
Women are more susceptible than 
men, and among the animals only 
man and the chimpanzee suffer 
from colds, though thoroughbreds 
get — and transmit — ruinous 
coughs, The others, ranging down 
to the clam, cannot catch one. 
Worriers contract more colds than 
hearty people. In olden times this 
latter fact was dismissed, People 
thought that colds came from cat 
fur, comets, powdered wigs, face 
powder, and decaying leaves. 


There aren’t many ways to 
escape colds, except by keeping 
the feet warm and dry, by wear- 
ing overshoes and rubbers, avoid- 
ing overwork, keeping out of 
drafts, and staying away (if pos- 
sible) from people who either 
have colds or are about to come 
down with same. 


One of the worst mistakes the 
bearer of a cold can make is the 
one we all make: blowing our 
noses thunderously.

How It Started

“SCARF” 
Today a “scarf” is something of 
a cravat—to give it homely but 


jclear expression, a kind of neck- 


éloth—worn by Man or woman, 
usually for decorative purposes. 
But it once had a é different 
function. 

The word “scarf” seems to have 
come into. English directly from 
the French “escarpe,” but it also 
appears in similar forms in the 
Teutonic languages and in dialects 
whose enumeration would be long 
and repetitions, 

What is especially interesting 
about it is the fact that its origi- 
nal meaning was “pocket.” This 
was a pocket hanging from the 
neck, worn especially by pilgrims 
in medieval times, to hold alms or 
scraps of food! 

The first extension of meaning 
from “scarf” as a pocket was to

Washable Lamp Shades 


Many rayon lampshades may 
be washed successfully if several 
important points are checked be- 
fore starting the laundering pro- 
cess, First, it is essential to find 
out if the color will be affected 
by soap and water by rubbing 
a white cloth moistened with soap 
and water over an inconspicuous 
section. If color comes off on 
the white cloth, washing would 
not be safe. 

Second, find out if the fabric 
is glued or sewn onto the lamp 
frame, by ripping the binding 
and noticing how the fabric is at- 
tached underneath.
